Gay coalition is 
protesting paper's 
advertising policy

Members of the Hampton Roads 
Lesbian and Gay Pride Coalition are 
angry, and they are taking action. 

As part of a protest against The 
Virginian-PUotlLedger-Star' s con- 
troversial policy not to accept ad- 
vertising from gay and lesbian ser- 
vices or activities, the coalition is 
urging its members and the com- 
munity to join them in a picket 
line in front of the Norfolk-based 
newspaper's main offices at ISO 
West Brambleton Avenue this 
Sunday, Feb. 7 at 2 p.m. 

Between 100 and ISO coalition 
members are expected to lead the 
march down the avenue to the 
VP/LS. . 

Coalition members are also ask- 
ing its members, and others, to 
cancel their subscriptions to the 
VPILS. 

In addition, the coalition at its , 
March meeting plans to consider 
promoting an advertising boycott 
against the newspaper, and urging 



other local businesses to either pull 
their advertising completely, or else 
curtail it severely until the VPILS 
changes its disputed advertising pol- 
icy. 

The coalition is also considering 
legal action against the newspaper. 

The coalition, which recently met 
with the VPILS Public Editor 
Charlise Lyles, had hoped that by 
expressing their views that the 
VPILS would relax its advertising 
policy and allow advertising space 
to be purchased by gay business 
people. During the meeting Lyles 
expressed sympathy for the group's 
concern, but when asked about a 
specific ad, she explained that by 
using the words "gay" and 
"lesbian," the ad would not fit into 
the VP/LS' s advertising guidelines. 

The VP/LS' s General Manager 
Bruce Bradley said that an advocacy 
ad would be considered, but that the 
paper "would not run ads for gay ac- 
tivities." 

Recently the VP/LS 

turned down an ad from the 
Hampton Roads Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Coalition, and the Old 
Dominion University Gay and Les- 
bian Student Union, advertising 
their February 6, "Breaking The Ice 
III" festival to be held at ODU. 



"What is baffling to me is that 
The Virginian-PilotlLedger-Slar is 
unwilling to run an ad that men- 
tions the word gay or lesbian," 
stated Glenn Coats, chairman of the 
Hampton Roads Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Coalition. "These are simply 
ads that are advertising goods and 
services. (The ads) aren't hate di- 
rected at all. They aren't politically 



teach the VP/LS employees how to 
deal with gay and lesbian issues. 

Evans is particularly angry with 
Bradley. 

"You expect ignorance from 
some people, because it's just a fact 
of life, whether they are gay or 
straight or whatever," Evans said. 
"You wouldn't expect someone 
who is in the position he's in to be

Patrick Evans, editor of Our Own 
Community Press, and a coalition 
member said, "I really thought they 
would take the ad. It doesn't say 
anything about we exclude hetero- 
sexuals, or we're going to do Chris- 
tian bashing or anything like that I 
really thought that the ad would be 
accepted, because basically they 
promised." 

Evans referred to the meeting 
With Lyles. During the meeting 
Lyles suggested that the VPILS 
was in the process of doing some' 
reorganizing, but would consider 
sensitivity training in the future to 



as ignorant, as it sure sounds like 
he is.

Coats questioned 

Lyles' previous statement that 
other advertisers would not want 
their ads to be placed close to those 
for gay and lesbian services.

"The paper has indicated that 
one of their concerns in running 
these ads is that other advertisers 
would be opposed to having their

The Schizophrenia Foundation 
- Alliance for the Mentally III 
(SF-AMI), an affiliate of the Na- 
tional Alliance for the Mentally 
111, The Virginia Alliance for the 
Mentally 111 and the American 
Schizophrenia Association, was 
formed in 1968 and is based in 
Virginia Beach. 

Their informational brochure 
describes them as a "grassroots 
organization working to bring 
together people with the common 
goal of improving the quality of 
life for those affected with 
chronic mental illness." 

"Our primary support goes to 
the families of people with men- 
tal illness," said Eugenia Ferrell, 
co-founder and former president of 
the SF-AMI and the current editor 
of their newsletter, which is un- 
officially entided "Hope." "We 
also try to provide for those who 
are mentally ill in different 
ways." 

The SF-AMI is an all volun- 
teer organization with approxi- 
mately 140 to ISO members. Its 
funding comes from contribu- 
tions, annual dues and fund rais- 
ing events such as the annual 
Pembroke Mall Bazaar, in which 
they have participated for almost 
IS years. They also take part in 
the Fun Run/Walk in Virginia 



Beach during Mental Illness 
Awareness Week each October. 

According to statistics provided 
by Gerald Lavandosky, current 
president of SF-AMI, 200,000 
individuals are currently receiving 
services for mental illness, men- 
tal retardation and alcohol or 
other substance abuse problems 
in Virginia. In addition, there 
were 10,360 individuals on 
Community Service Boards wait- 
ing lists for services in 1991. It 
has been projected that at least 
288,651 people will need mental 
health services between 1992 and 
the year 2000.

people will be affected. Ferrell 
has learned that this is six-, times 
more prevalent than, for example, 
muscular distrophy, which re- 
ceives a great deal more attention. 
A possible explanation for this 
may be the many myths that sur- 
round schizophrenia. Persons 
with this disorder do not have 
what is commonly referred to as a 
"split personality" and are not 
necessarily prone to criminal be- 
havior or violence. The illness is 
due to a biochemical disturbance

of the brain. 

Consequently, the SF-AMI 
tries to educate the community, 
not only about schizophrenia, but 
other disorders as well, by going 
to area schools, hospitals and by 
inviting the public to attend their 
weekly meetings. They also 
sponsor four educational public 
service programs each year. 

"We are a wealth of informa- 
tion," said Lavandosky, who has 
been active in the SF-AMI for 
the past three years. "We can give 
the information on where to go 
and who to contact" 

However, Ferrell emphasized, 
their primary service is the emo- 
tional support they give to the 
families. 

"In psychiatric hospitals, they 
take care of the patient," Ferrell 
said. "They don't have the time 



to give to the families." 

Ferrell and Lavandosky both 
became involved in the SF-AMI 
due to mental illnesses within the 
family. They welcome anyone 
who has mental illness in the 
family to join the group for emo- 
tional support and understanding. 

The SF-AMI annual dinner 
meeting is scheduled for May 11, 
where the executive director of 
the National Alliance, Laurie 
Flynn, will speak. Ferrell added 
that this would be a wonderful 
opportunity for people to learn 
about mental illness.

Grandparents don't blame Loxley for teenage affair

Marvin Tyndell said he did not 
know that he had a granddaughter 
until a Chesapeake Poit reporter 
contacted him. 

"They got the wrong number," 
Tyndell explained. "I asked who 
they were looking for." 

It was then that Tyndell learned 
that his son, Richard, had a 17-year- 
old daughter who was allegedly in- 
volved with Chesapeake and Vir- 
ginia Beach orthopedic physician 
Sidney S. Loxley. Loxley was con- 
victed last fall of contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor and 
served in the Chesapeake City Jail 
from October 20 to November 27. 
He was fined $2,500. 

On Saturday, Feb. 6 at 10:30 
a.m., an informal conference com-

Tyndell was denied entry into the 
courtroom. He sat outside and 
waited, hoping that he would have a 
chance to tell his granddaughter that 
he would help her any way he 



could. 

"I wanted her to know that she 
has a family that cares for her," 
Tyndell said. "I don't know how to 
get in contact with her." 

Portsmouth resident Helen But- 
ler, the girl's grandmother, is also 
frustrated. 

"I've never seen her," Butler said. 
"I'd like her to know that she has 
another grandmother."* - 

Butler and Tyndell believe that 
their granddaughter has been told 
that they are dead. 

"As far as I know she was told 
that my son's parents were dead, 
and that she didn't have any living 
relatives on (her father's) side," But- 
ler said. "1 would like her to know 
that she does. If she wants to look 
me up, that would be fantastic. I

ads appear next to such ads. I ques- 
tioned some of the personnel from 
the newspaper, as to whether they 
came to that conclusion based on 
hard information, or just deduction 
on their part. Basically, they had to 
admit they'd done no market re- 
search in that area to find out if this 
is truly the feeling of their advertis- 
ers." 

"The issue is they are afraid of 
their readership and the circum- 
stances there," said Alicia Herr, 
publisher of Our Own Community 
Press and a member of the Hamp- 
ton Roads Lesbian and Gay Pride 
Coalition. "But they're not afraid of 
the gay friendly readership. They 
ran a full page ad about the South- 
ern Baptist's stance on homosexual- 
ity, which wasn't very pretty. And 
almost another full page ads on 
why gays and lesbians aren't fit to 
serve in the military," she went on. 
"And yet The Pilot, the very -same 
newspaper has run newspaper arti- 
cles on how gays and lesbians are at 
the lop ten percent of the military. 

'They (printed) an advertisement 
that says we're not fit. to serve," 
Herr continued. "Then three weeks 
later we submit a very small ad . . . 
All it says is the name of the group 
and that we're having a cultural 
pride festival, and it doesn't meet 



their standards. Well, excuse me. 
What kind of standards are those? 
Where am I living? I feel as if I've 
moved back two centuries and it 
doesn't feel good," Herr stated. 
"With all that's going on, I don't 
need another kick in the teeth." 

"The only way we are going to 
change the advertising policy is go- 
ing to be with a boycott on sub- 
scriptions and any possible legal ac- 
tion," Evans said. 

Evans went on to say that the le- 
gal action he alluded to would be 
discussed at the next meeting of the 
coalition. 

"We will discuss the possibility 
of a lawsuit against The Pilot," 
Evans said. 

"I've always thought of (The 
Virginian-PUotlLedger-Star) as a 
progressive paper. In some respects 
I feel that it is," Herr said. "But 
when the management allows 
something like this to occur, it's 
mind boggling. It truly angers me." 

"I think some of their editorial 
stances are wonderful and right on 
the mark," said Evans. "But their 
advertising policies need to be wel- 
comed into the 20th century."

would like to see her." 

Helen Butler and Marvin Tyndell 
married young. Because of their ex- 
perience they feel that they have a 
lot of advice to offer a young girl 
who may have gotten involved with 
an older man. 

"At 17-years-old she is not a 
child," Tyndell emphasized. Tyndell 
went on to say that he and Helen 
Butler were married when he was 19 
and she was not yet 16. 

Butler agreed. "I think a lot of 
young girls are in love with the 
idea of being in love," she said.

But we bid him that this 
was what (our son) wanted. This is 
the way we'll play it. 

"You don't ever quit loving 
them. He's my son and I love him. 
I used to tel l my self that he was 
dead, because in a way he was, as 
far as I was concerned. But you still 
always love them. 

Tyndell wishes he had taken a 
firmer stand when he first realized 
that things were not right between 
he and his son. He had some advice 
to offer parents who might find 
themselves in similar circum- 
stances. 

"If they know they've got a 
grandchild," Tyndell said, "and they 
can't see it, they should go to court 
and get visitation rights." 

Both Tyndell and Butler believe 
that their son and his wife have 
tried to be good parents. 

"I don't know how she was raised 
up," Tyndell said, "but my son was 
a good boy." 

"I am not putting them down as 
parents," Butler agreed. "Because I 
tell you, we are all doing our time 
and doing the best we can. It 
doesn't always come out like you 
want it I am sure that they love her 
and in their own way they are try- 
ing to do what is best for her." 

"They accused the doctor of steal- 
ing the girl's affection away from 
them," Tyndell remarked. "I feel 
like our son was stolen from us 
over sixteen years ago." 

Tyndell and Butler have heard that 
they have two granddaughters. They 
hope that perhaps their family can 
come together so that they can get 
to know the other granddaughter as 
well.

Bradley said that the paper had a 
long standing policy of not accept- 
ing gay and .lesbian advertising. 
Staff Writer Steve Stone reported, 
"He said the policy is based on a 
belief that the community does not 
want to see them in the newspa- 
per." 

Herr is outraged at this. Citing 
the recent change in the VPILS' s 
obituary policy, wherein a lover can 
be named, Herr snapped, They'll 
take my death, but they won't take 
anything celebratory. I can die, but 
I can't live my life and have it an- 
nounced in the Pilot." 

Most disappointing say 

members of the coalition was the 
eagerness of the VPILS to quote 
their view on President Clinton's 



plan to lift the ban on gays in the 
military. Many of them expressed 
dismay at the VPILS' s ability to 
interview them for a news story, 
but their inability to accept their 
advertising. 

Bradley, in a recent report in the 
VPILS, admitted that he understood 
that some readers might not under- 
stand how a newspaper, which has 
devoted space to gay and lesbian is- 
sues could choose not to accept gay 
and lesbian advertising. Bradley in- 
sists that there is a difference be- 
tween the news and the business ar- 
eas of the newspaper. 

"They say they're two separate 
areas of the newspaper, but they're 
really not," stated Evans. "They'll 
take a paid obituary, and an anti-gay 
ad, but whenever we want to cele- 
brate something good and positive . 



... they're opposed to thai." 

Herr reported that there is outrage 
throughout the coalition. "People 
are calling and saying where are we 
protesting?" Herr said. "And can we 
do it tomorrow?" 

Evans said that in spite of the 
prejudices an opposition he faces, 
he wants to see change. 

"I'm almost 30 years old," Evans 
said. "I don't want to wait 30 more 
years, before we can live like Amer- 
icans." 

Bradley, reached early this week, 
said he has not been asked to meet 
now with the gays involved in the 
issue, and said he has little else to 
add.

Restructuring roots have taken hold in schools 




This week's Virginia Beach Sun 
article was written by David Long, a 
Salem High School teacher. 

Amid many studies, reports and 
calls for reform in public education, 
the Virginia 
Beach public 
school-system, 
unlike many 
school systems 
around the 
country, is de- 
termined to un- 
dergo a system- 
atic change in 
its goals and 
operations. 

The school 
system is com- 
mitted to this 
through re- 
structuring. As 
if following the 
advice of the 
noted Ameri- 
can poet, Robert Frost, Virginia Beach 
public schools chose the road less 
travelled, as 1992 dawned. Now as 
the school system and its watchdogs 
observe the first anniversary of this 
restructuring initiative, it is time to 
pause and look back at a year in flux. 
The vision of Superintendent 



Sidney Faucette, which was presented 
to the board a year ago this month, 
has begun to take shape. One major 
element of this restructuring has been 
a decrease in the bureaucracy , as noted 
recently by US. News and World 
Reports, and the consequential shift 
to si te-based management and shared 
decision-making. The framework for 
school-based management and shared 
decision-making is in place in every 
one of the city's 72 schools. Two 



velop on their own with little direc- 
tion from the superintendent, or the 
streamlined central office. Admit- 
tedly, for the purpose of direction, a 
source book on ideas is available and 
a few issues have been recommended 
for consideration. Accordingly, there 
has been a great deal of diversity in 
the scope and pace of restructuring in 
each building. Some schools have 
spent considerable time (and money) 
on staff development Others have

councils have been created. One is a 
faculty council, whose members were 
elected by their peers. The other is a 
school planning council , whose num- 
bers include the faculty council as 
well as a representative crosssection 
of the school's community.

Office paper recycing 
a tremendous success

In September 1990, the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach began an office paper 
recycling program. The Division of 
Records and Mail Management in 
the Department of General Services 
accepted the responsibility of man- 
aging the pro- 
gram. Weyer- 
haeuser Paper 
Company was 
selected as the 
vendor to col- 
lect and recycle 
the paper. The 
SherifTsWork 
Force willingly 
assumed the 
job of picking 
up the paper at 
die source and 
preparing it for 
transfer to the 
vendor. 

Recycling 
coordinators 
were assigned 
in all city departments. The depart- 
mental recycling coordinators are re- 
sponsible for generating interest in 
the program and to act as the inter- 
face between the departments and the 
Division of Records and Mail Man- 
agement 

Original estimates of the amount 
of paper to be recycled were 40 tons 
per year. The first full year resulted in 
collection of 84.8 tons of paper for 
recycling. That was mere than twice 
what was anticipated! The second 
year, we recycled 61.3 tons in the 
first eleven months. We don't have 
figures for the last month. During the 
first year we recycled all types of 
office paper, but the vendor was 
forced to stop collecting colored pa- 
per for economic reasons. That re- 
duced the program to recycling only 
white and computer printout paper. 
That accounted for the lower figures 
for the second year. 

Our agreement with Weyerhaeuser 
Paper Company provides for pay- 
ment to the city for paper collected.

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That payment is based on the type of 
paper recycled. A decision was made 
by the City Manager at the outset to 
donate any funds collected in this 
effort to the Wellness Fund. So far, 
$1,158.19 has been donated to the 
Wellness Fund. 

I am convinced that this program is 
worth the time and effort It benefits 
us, not only from an ecological stand- 
point, but also from logistical and 
monetary standpoints. The cost is 
negligible and die return's high. The 
following is a list of some of the 
benefits we have realized so fan 

1S8.2S tons of paper have been 
recycled, $1,1 58. 19 has been donated 
to the Wellness Fund, 522.2 cubic 
yards of space has been saved at the 
landfill, 395.63 barrels of oil have 
been saved, 2,690 trees have been 
saved and $5,222.25 has been saved 
in tipping fees at the landfill. 
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followed a more self-sufficient path. 
At present, each school struggles to 
gain its own identity, to discover its 
vision, to understand the values of its 
community, and to determine a plan 
for improvement. 

Restructuring, as reported by life 
superintendent, demands an aggres- 
sive shift "in school culture that al- 
lows decisions about learning to be 
shared with stakeholders to create 
improvement in schooling." 

The collaborative relationships cre- 
ated by the site-based management 
framework do correspond with this 
vision . However, a more general defi- 
nition of restructuring has been ad- 
vanced by Phillip Schlechty, presi- 
dent of the Center for Leadership in 
School Reform. Schlechty sees re- 
structuring as "altering systems of 



rules, roles and relationships so that 
schools can serve existing purposes 
more effectively or serve new pur- 
poses altogether." This view of re- 
structuring helps our "stakeholders" 
acquire a collective focus. 

However, restructuring is not lim- 
ited to the public schools. In fact, 
many corporations and military units 
have spent the 1980's undergoing 
such an analysis of their organization 
and the resultant reorganization. Ford, 
the automobile giant, adopted the vi- 
sion that "Quality is Job #1 " when the 
car giant turned to W. Edwards 
Deming, a statistician and manage- 
ment consultant The Virginia Beach 
city government, as well as the school 
system, is incorporating the ideas of 
Dr. Deming's Total Quality Leader- 
ship into its restructuring. 

Dr. John Konopnicki, a director of 
vocational education, is a leading 
voice within the quality movement in 
the school system. Also, the concept 
of systems and the learning organiza- 
tion which are espoused by Peter M. 
Senge.directorof the Systems Think- 
ing and Organizational Learning Pro- 
gram at MIT, are being examined and 
incorporated into restructuring. There 
are elements within our school sys- 



tem, which realize that there must be 
a place in the restructuring of public 
education as a system for the views of 
these gentlemen from the world of 
business. 

In retrospect, this past year and the 
choice of the road less traveled has 
begun to reveal a larger piciure./The^ 
roots of restructuring have taken hold 
in our schools. As the school system 
proceeds do wn this road, more analy- 
sis will be needed, more questions 



will be asked, and in the end more 
will be done for our customers: the 
children, the parents, and the com- 
munity as a whole. 

Last year, the school system chose 
to embark upon reorganization, not 

»raerely to do more of the same, not to 
fix and patch, but to truly change the 
way it does business. And as Frost 
said, "that has made all the differ-

What do we turn to when we have to tighten the purse 
strings? Eggs, of course. Why? Because eggs are an inex- 
pensive source of complete, high-quality protein, so essen- 
tial to a healthy diet They supply a variety of minerals and 
13 vitamins, including D, the sunshine vitamin, which very 
few other foods contain, naturally. One vitamin they do not 
provide is C. 

Eggs are a budget-boon, especially when used to extend 
small amounts of other more expensive protein or to enhance 
vegetable vitamins and minerals. Frittata, the Italian or 
Spanish version of the omelet, is a good example. The frit- 
tata is easier because the fillers are cooked first an the egg 
mixture is simply added to cook without fuss and practically 
attention-less.

i-cup chopped green onions with tops 

4 eggs 

i-cup milk 

l-teaspoon garlic salt 

i-cup (1 ounce) shredded Monterey Jack cheese, optional 

MICROWAVE METHOD: In lightly greased microwave- 
able nine-inch pie plate, place potatoes, mushrooms, pepper 
and onions. Cover with plastic wrap and cook on HIGH 
until pepper is crisp-tender, four to five minutes. Mix eggs, 
milk and garlic salt until blended. Stir into vegetables. Cook 
on HIGH two minutes. With pancake turner, lift cooked 
edges and move to center. Continue cooking on HIGH just 
until set but moist, one to two minutes. Sprinkle with 
cheese, if desired. Remove from microwave oven. Cover 
and let stand one minute to complete cooking. To s^fve, cut 
in wedges. Makes two servings. 

CONVENTIONAL METHOD: In 10-inch omelet pan or 
skillet, with ovenproof handle*, stir together potatoes, 
mushrooms, pepper and onion.

Beat together eggs, milk and garlic 
salt till blended. Stir into vegetables; cover, cook over low 
heat until until eggs are almost set, 12 to 15 minutes. Re- 
move from heat; sprinkle with cheese, if desired. Broil about 
six inches from heat till eggs are completely set and cheese in 
melted, two to three minutes. Cut into wedges and serve 
from pan, or slide from pan or invert on serving platter. 
Makes two servings.

Be prepared to provide information to the IRS this year 



In the past, the IRS scrutinized 
tax returns of waitresses, doctors 
and even accountants. Although 
you can not predict which groups 
they will target this year, your 
chances of being audited will prob- 
ably be higher if you are among the 
following- groups: 

Self-employed - There is a large 
number of improperly reported de- 
ductions among those who are self- 
employed. Understand what ex- 
penses qualify as deductions and 



keep accurate records throughout the 
year. 

Individuals with cash income - If 
your business traditionally receives 
cash payments, Uncle Sam may au- 
dit your return and ask for additional 
substantiation of income and ex- 
penses. Be prepared to provide this 
information. 

Employees who deduct excessive 
travel and entertainment business 
expenses - Since the IRS detected a 
substantial number of returns with 



improper business write-offs, the 
level of these deductions on your re- 
turn may wave a red flag. Be sure 
that these expenses are appropriate 
for someone in your line of busi- 
ness, and if they are excessive, con- 
sider including an explanation on 
your fax return. 

Individuals who receive or make 
alimony payments - Taxpayers are 
required to report the Social Secu- 
rity numbers of former spouses 
when claiming a deduction for al- 



imony payments. This may attract 
IRS attention to both sets of tax re- 
turns. Failure to include alimony 
payments as income may result in 
an IRS audit 

Charitable contributors - The IRS 
also found inflated reports of chari- 
table contributions and now looks 
closely at returns with high charita- 
ble contribution deductions. If you

non-cash donations, such as prop 



erty. Finally, be sure your dona- 
tions were made to qualified organi- 
zations. 

Factors that may affect the exam- 
iner's review of your return include: 

O Size of an item relative to 
other items on the return. For ex- 



ample, a charitable contribution of 
$5,000 on a tax return reporting 
$25,000 in income. 

O An item on the return out of 
character for the taxpayer. For ex- 
ample, an electrician who claims 
substantial business travel and en- 
tertainment costs.

the National Association Legal Sec- 
retaries (NALS), as well as the Vir- 
ginia Association Legal Secretaries 
(VALS), is a non-profit, non-polit- 
ical, non-partisan and non-union 
organization whose main purpose is 
the furtherance of professionalism 
and legal education. Their motto is 
"Professionalism plus education 
equal excellence." 

In keeping with the 

NALS' motto, the VBLSA spon- 
sors annual legal education semi- 
nars, conducts the Professional Le- 
gal Secretary examination twice a 
year and provides members with 
regular publications, which include 
educational articles. The VBLSA 
also sponsored the first Association 
q£ Legal Students in Virginia, 
which provides support for students 
interested in a legal career. 

In addition, the VBLSA is con- 
tinually trying to educate the com- 
munity about the legal process 
through such programs as a Day-In- 
Court, where mock trials are held 
using legal professionals as well as 
the general public. They also hold 
an annual social event called 
Bosses' Night, where awards such 
as Boss of the Year and Legal Sec- 
retary of the Year, which McKinney 
has won four times, are presented. 

Despite such events as Bosses' 
Night, McKinney knows two 
things: one, the VBLSA is not in- 
tended to be, nor is, a social club; 
and, two, the relationship between 
the legal community and the asso- 
ciation leaves something to be de- 
sired. 

"There needs to be closer working 
relationship between attorneys and 
the secretaries, because one can't 
function without the other," said 
McKinney. 

In trying to make Virginia 
Beach's legal community more 
aware of the VBLSA and their ef- 
forts, they have tried one-on-one 
contact with attorneys, mass mail- 
ings to all legal staff and have in- 
vited them to meetings and semi- 
nars. None of these efforts have 
paid off as yet

McKinney went on to say that if 
the legal community had a better 
understanding of its purpose, mem- 
bership might then rebuild itself. 
She said many attorneys do not re- 
alize the functions of the VBLSA 
and, therefore, are unwilling to pay 
the annual due to the association for 
their staff, which is $58 for new 
members and $48 for renewing 
members. 

Another factor in the de- 
cline of membership during the 
1980s may have been the formation 
of TALA, the Tidewater. Associa- 
tion of Legal Assistants, said McK- 
inney. 

"A lot of firms at the beach feel 
like once their secretaries have be- 
come a legal assistant, then they 
need to go on to this other group," 
McKinney said. "Many felt this 
was a step up." 

However, she said that unless a 
legal assistant is working for a 
large firm, then there is not a great 
deal of difference between a legal 
secretary and a legal assistant. 
McKinney, in fact, graduated cum 
laude from Tidewater Community 
College in 1982 as a legal assis- 
tant, but still functions much like a 
legal secretary, because she works 
in a "one girl office." 

Furthermore, the NALS, VALS 
and the VBLSA do not restrict their 
membership to legal secretaries 
alone. The only membership re- 
quirement is that one works, either 
full or part-time in the legal field, 
or in any field connected with die 
legal profession. 

Anyone can benefit from this or- 
ganization, McKinney said, because 
they promote education and profes- 
sionalism. 

"We're not asking for anything 
from the Beach legal community 
except support," McKinney said. 

The VBLSA holds their monthly 
meetings on the third Monday of 
every month, and they are open to 
the community.

study. After teaching at Radford 
University in Virginia for six 
years, Gilmer received his first 
doctorate at Memphis State 
University in Tennessee.

lion appointment, and they're in to 
hate surgery the next day." Caton 
stated. "That's just not the way it 
goes," she said. 

"The best thing to do is not to 
get pregnant in the first place, un- 
less you are prepared to be preg- 
nant," PersikofT said. "In the case of 
rape or something, I think it's cruel 
not to give women the option to 
terminate a pregnancy like thai" 

Thomas believes that it is this 
opinion that has allowed rapists to 
go free. 

"If a woman gets an abortion, the 
rapist usually goes free in most 
cases," Thomas said. "(The victim) 
is faced with the trauma of having 
been raped, which is devastating. 
She then gets the additional trauma 
of finding out she is pregnant. 
Those two together are enough to 
knock out any person. Then she has 
to go through the trauma of decid- 
ing whether or not she's going to 
have an abortion. 

"Those are three decisions . . . 
that create stress . . . After she's de- 
cided yes for the abortion, what she 
usually says is "I'm exhausted. It's 
behind me. It's over. I'm not going 
to go through with a trial in an 
overwhelming majority of the 
cases. So what happens is that 
abortion protects the rapist, because 
he's not charged." 

"I don't believe that," counters 
Persikoff. "Women throughout the 
centuries always turn out to be re- 
sponsible. Women always end up 
shafted in these situations. To have 
control over their bodies has been 
the only thing helpful to them," 
she said. Persikoff went on to say 
that even in this country a rape vic- 
tim is often doubted. 



"Women still always have to 
prove their innocence," Persikoff 
said. She did not accept Thomas' 
argument that a woman would be 
too tired, or traumatized to prose- 
cute her rapist.

The carjacking epidemic has made its way to your area 



Carjacking seems to appear a lot 
lately in the news. Like an epi- 
demic, it has made its way to 
Virginia and it will grow like one.

Unfortunately, car alarms are de- 
signed to protect cars from theft 
only when they are left parked and 
unattended. Car alarms cost any- 
where from $150 to $2,000, de- 
pending on add-on features. 

Dealerships sell car alarms with 
can as an added feature, but they are 
mostly purchased through indepen- 
dent accessory shops. 

A car alarm is controlled by a 
remote control unit usually attached 
to the car owner's car keys. Because 
of this fact, a car thief has almost 
no choice but to get a hold of the 
car keys with the remote controller 
. (saying that the car is equipped with 
a car alarm) by force, usually with 
either a knife or a gun. 

Carjackers have it 
easy while car owners suffer the 
consequences. Carjacking also 



sometimes leads to other crimes, 
like kidnapping. A loss of a car 
may seem minor but for many vic- 
tims, it was their only means to get 
from one point to another to make 
a buck.

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"I think there is more trauma as- 
sociated with carrying a rapist's 
baby to term for nine months," 
Persikoff stated. "I can't think of 
anything more horrible that being 
pregnant when you desperately 
don't want to be pregnant," she 
said. 

Thomas feels that the trauma of 
abortion far outweighs the trauma 
ofrape. 

"The rape was something that 
was done to me," Thomas explained 
speaking of women who have asked 
for post abortion counseling. "The 
abortion was something I had a part 
in. They feel worse 10 years later 
about the abortion than they do 
about the rape. And we just feel 
like we have a responsibility to tell 
women what other women have 
found, before they make their 
choice." 

Caton and Persikoff strongly dis- 
agree with Thomas, citing a report 
that was done by former Surgeon 
General C . Everett Koop i 
quest of then President Ronald Re- 
gan, stating that there is no indica- 
tion that there is severe psychologi- 
cal or physical results post abor- 
tion. 

Suzette Caton explained that 
abortion patients are advised of the 
availability of post abortion coun- 
seling prior to the procedure, on the 
day of the procedure and in the re- 
covery room. Caton also said that 
each patient receives counseling 
prior to an abortion to determine if 
she is a candidate for an abortion. 

"I've sent lots of women home 
before they've had the surgery and 
said, 'Listen, I think you need 'to 
take some more time to think about 
this, or I think you need to discuss 
this with your support system be it 
your boyfriend, your mom, your 
minister or whomever," Caton ex- 
plained. "And if you decide it's 
what you want to do, you're wel- 
come to dome back," she said. 

"We don't encourage any choice," 
stated Gail Harlend, Planned Par- 
enthood educator. "We explain all 
of the options," she stated. Harlend 
explained that Planned Parenthood 
gives a two-page referral sheet to 
patients, who have an unplanned 
pregnancy. It lists available 
Ob/Gyn caregivers, adoption agen- 
cies and, finally, where a patient 
can go to request an abortion. 

Although the argument is a 
heated one A Thomas feels that pro- 
life organizations will be on the 
road to closing down the abortion 
clinics. 

"The focus issue will be provid- 
ing the very best alternative ser- 
vices, so we can honestly say to 
women 'you have a choice.'" 
Thomas said. "We'll be working 
with churches to provide this, not ■ 
to provide an acceptable choice, but 
a preferable choice where every need 
is really cared for in such a way that 
she can do what we believe most 
women want to do." 

"I think (pro-life supporters) be- 
lieve that the choice is between le- 
gal abortion and no abortion," said 
Persikoff. "But by making abortion 
illegal, the choice is not between 
legal abortion and no abortion, but 
between legal abortion and illegal 
abortion. Illegal abortion kills 
women. That's the bottom line. 
Women who are pregnant and don't 
want to be pregnant and are desper- 
ate enough will find a way to have 
an abortion."

Thirty years ago the city of 
Virginia Beach was a sleepy little 
resort town located on the Atlantic 
seaboard.

Gun tracing, DMV's 
laxness, straw sales 
and more investigated

In the midst of the battle between 
so-called "gun-enthusiasts" and 
Governor Douglas Wilder's sup- 
porters over the proposal to limit 
the sale of handguns to one per 
month, the centerpiece of the Gov- 
ernor's 1993 Violent Crime Initia- 
tive, The Virginia Beach Suit re- 
cently met with a representative of 
the National Rifle Association of 
America (NRA), at its request. 

The NRA made several allega- 
tions about the governor's proposal 
concerning gun tracing, straw pur- 
chases (a Virginia resident buying 
guns for an ineligible person), the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
(DM V) and the Bill of Rights. 
Gun tracing 
One of the major reasons, if not 
the major reason, for Wilder's pro- 
posal to the General Assembly to 
limit Virginians to purchasing only 
one handgun per month is the claim 
that the Commonwealth has be- 
come the major source for guns 
along the East Coast. That claim is 
based on statistics provided by the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (BATF). 

Mary Sue Faulkner, media liai- 
son for the NRA, said that Wilder 
has "uncritically accepted incom- 
plete and highly misleading firearm 
trace data from the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(BATF), and then uses the data pub- 
licly to 'Blame Virginia First.'" 

A report supplied by Faulkner 
states: "'Project Lead,* BATF's 
limited study of firearms recovered 
at New York 'crime scenes,' traced 
less than seven percent of all 
firearms recovered by New York 
City Police. Regardless of whether 
a firearm was used in a violent 
crime, it was counted. Of the recov- 
ered firearms traced, only a minute 
percentage used in homicides was 
traced to Virginia." 

Faulkner said that .2 percent 
(three of 1,490) of the guns used in 
homicide cases in New York were 
traced back to Virginia. This statis- 
tic was calculated from tracings be- 
tween January and September, 
1992. 

However, an article by The Wall 
Street Journal on February 4, stated 
that a December BATF report 
claimed nearly 30 percent of New 
York guns came from Virginia. 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
(January 12) stated that, according 
to the BATF, Virginia has been the 
source state of 40 percent of the

guns used for criminal purposes in 
New York "during the past several 
years." 

What accounts for the drastic dis- 
crepancy in these statistics? 

The NRA said that the BATF 
was not designed to collect statis- 
tics because what it does trace does 
not constitute a "random sample," 
which is necessary for obtaining re- 
liable statistics. Therefore, their as- 
sertion is that Wilder's relating 
these "meaningless" statistics to the 
public does an injustice to the peo- 
ple by misconstruing data. 

In response to this assertion, 
Randy Rollins, secretary of Public 
Safety for Virginia and chairman of 
Wilder's Task Force on Violent^, 
Crime, agreed, in part 

"It is not designed to be a random 
sample," Rollins said during a tele- 
phone interview. 

According to Rollins, the BATF 
might trace guns twice for four- 
month periods one year, do a six- 
month study the next year and 
something different the next year. 

"Virginia has been the number 
one source state for each test that 
they've done," said Rollins. 
Straw purchases 

Under Virginia Code, it is a class 
five felony to purchase a firearm 
with the intent to transfer it to any 
person who is ineligible to pur- 
chase or receive such a firearm. 
This practice is called a "straw man 
purchase" or "straw purchase" and is

A mom asks 

about the mom 

of Crae Pridgeon 



It's been a stressful week for Crae Pridgeon. First he was 
dragged from a North Carolina gay bar and beaten by three 
marines. Then he was thrust into the spotlight, and found 
himself acting as a spokesman for gay rights. He has been 
asked to give his opinions on everything from the AIDS epi- 
demic, to the ban against gays in die military being lifted. 

He is a gracious, articulate man who never expected any of 
this. The celebrity, although heady, has exhausted him. 

I was surprised to see Pridgeon at the recent protest in 
front of The Virginian-PilotfLedger-Star. As you might 
imagine he was circled by reporters eager for his comments. 
Reporters generally are polite to each other, although com- 
petitive. 

When I was urged by other protestors to talk with Mr. 
Pridgeon, I forgot that I was a reporter. I remembered seeing 
his mother on television. I remember feeling such empathy 
for her as she spoke to a television reporter. 

Pridgeon's mother said that she was raised to believe that 
homosexuality went against her religious beliefs. "But," she 
said, "He's my son." 

I asked Pridgeon how his mother is doing. 

"She's doing great," he said. 

He was clearly surprised that someone would ask him 
about a member of his family. 

"You must be very proud of her," I said. 

"I talked to my mother this morning," Pridgeon said. 
"She's feeling a lot better. It was very hard for her, but she 
made a stand She knew that we couldn't tolerate this type of 
violence anymore." 

My children are still very young. I don't know what 
lands of life choices they will make. I know I love them. I 
know that when I am away from them for very long I get a 
little crazy." I know that no matter what they choose in life 
that I will love them and support them, 

I also know how ferocious I have gotten when the neigh- 
borhood bully took it upon himself to pound my son. I felt a 
little bit like The Hulk, because I was so angry I could prob- 
ably have beaten somebody up. When my children have 
been hurt I have become ill, or felt such intense physical 
pain, I could not see straight. 

And so it did not surprise me when Pridgeon confided, 
"My mother made the comment that she could feel every 
blow I took." * 

He seemed puzzled by that. 

"I'm a mom, too," I told him. "I understand what she 
means." 

A reporter who had been waiting patiently while we talked 
shifted, coughed and made it clear that he was anxious to 
interview Pridgeon. He would probably ask the tough ques- 
tions, the ones Pridgeon's been asked all week. 

In a few days the nation will probably have forgotten Crae 
Pridgeon. Somebody else will be news. But I won't forget 
him, or the woman who spoke for mothers everywhere who 
are trying to reconcile their personal beliefs with the love 
they have for their children. * 

As I moved away Pridgeon called after me. 

"Thank you!" he yelled "Thank you for asking about my 
mother." — Sasha Tomey

also prohibited by federal law. 

The NRA contends that this law 
is not being enforced in the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia. 

The NRA claims they checked 
the Circuit Clerk's office, the 
Commonwealth Attorney's office 
and the Magistrate's office in Nor- 
folk for 1991 and 1992 and found 
no evidence of anyone being prose- 
cuted at the state level for straw 
purchases. 

Chuck Griffth, Norfolk's com- 
monwealth's attorney, could not 
corroborate this claim, saying he 
did not know whether anyone had 
been prosecuted for this offense at 
the state level. 

Griffth said if he had a choice in 
prosecuting someone at the state 
level, or at the federal level (as 
would be the case for a straw pur-

chaser), he would prosecute at the 
federal levd. 

The federal court has guidelines 
that are absolute and with no pa- 
role," said Griffth. 

At the state level, the maximum 
penalty is up to 12 months in jail 
or one to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary, where, on average, only one 
sixth of the sentence is served, 
Griffth said. 

This is not to mention that these 
cases are handled on the federal level 
from the start Notification of a 
possible straw purchase or multiple 
purchases (buying more than one 
handgun in a five day period) goes 
directly to the BATF for investiga- 
tion by the firearms dealer. 

According to Charles Claxton, 
investigator for Special Investiga- 
tive Services with the Norfolk Po- 
lice Department, The BATF does 
not voluntarily forward that infor- 
mation to local agencies.'' 

"We can go get it," he said, "but 
locals don't automatically get that 
information.'' 

Ronald Tarrington, resident agent 
in charge for the BATF in Norfolk, 
wwfirrned thai the state does not get 
information pertaining to straw 
purchasers. 

Tarrington added that there have 
been "a number of convictions fed- 
erally'' stemming out of this area. 
Department of Motor 
Vehicles 

Another contention made by the 
NRA deals with the Department of 
Motor Vehicles and the ease of ob- 
taining a Virginia driver's license. 



which is the primary proof of resi- 
dency required to purchase a firearm. 
An excerpt of an NRA report 
states: "... checks of federal pros- 
ecution in . . . Norfolk indicate that 
federal prosecutors filed charges ap- 
proaching a ratio of 30:1 not for 
violating the straw purchase provi- 
sions, but rather for malting false 
statements on firearms transaction 
forms. This data would seem to 
suggest that the problem lies not so 
much in Virginians buying guns 
for out-of-state residents, but rather 
out-of-state residents who come to 
Virginia, obtain a fraudulent 
driver's license, and then buy the 
guns illegally for themselves." 

One firearms dealer, who asked 
not to be named, said, "Joe Blow 
can take a plane from New York to 
Norfolk, go to a DMV and say he's 
just moved here, turn in his New 
York license, make up an address 
and get a (Virginia) license. After 
that, he goes and buys the guns and 
is on a plane back to New York 
that night." 

Virginia does not require proof of 
residency to obtain a state driver's 
license. In most cases, they require 
a picture identification and proof of 
the social security number. 

To test this, last week The Vir- 
ginia Beach Sun observed as a new 
resident of Virginia obtained his li- 
cense at the Lynnhaven DMV Ex- 
press. All that was required of him 
was to turn in his out-of-state li- 
cense and to show his Social Secu- 
rity card. He did not have to prove 
that he had indeed moved to Vir- 
ginia. 

The DMV representative even 
said she had never heard of the street 
on which he currently resides. The 
street is less than five minutes from 
the DMV. 

In another instance at a Norfolk- 
based DMV, a Virginia resident ob- 
tained a duplicate license from the 
DMV by merely presenting a li- 
brary card and a Social Security 
card. No picture identification was 
presented. 

Jeanne Chenault, public relations 
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coordinator for the DMV, said, "We 
are currently working with con- 
cerned parties (on this matter), so 
we cannot comment.'' 

Chenault said the DMV is im- 
plementing new technology, such 
as the new "digitized" licenses, 
which enables the DMV to keep the 
picture as well as the signature of 
an individual in the computer. This 
is supposed to discourage instances 
of forgery. 

In reference to the DMV, Rollins 
said that obtaining licenses on a 
fraudulent basis is "only a small 
portion of the problem." 

"The governor supports tighten- 
ing the DMV residency require- 
ments," Rollins said. "But, that 
alone won't solve the problem." 

The General Assembly is now 
considering such a proposal. 
The BUI of Rights 
The NRA says that Wilder's pro- 
posal seeks to set arbitrary bound- 
aries on the Bill of Rights, where 
the second amendment states that 
Americans have the right to keep 
and bear arms. 

"In reference to the Bill of 
Rights," said Rollins, "since the 
1880s the Supreme Court has justi- 
fied that the state can impose limi- 
tations. 

"We're not trying to impose any 
form of unreasonable restrictions," 
Rollins continued. "Governor 
Wilder does not want to keep any- 
one from keeping or bearing arms." 
In Ins State of the Common- 
wealth speech, Wilder said, "Our 
goal is not to keep law-abiding citi- 
zens from owning firearms ... I 
am a gun owner myself." 

The bottom line for the National 
Rifle Association is that Wilder's 
proposal sets limitations and would 
"erode a cortstitutional freedom." 

"We're fighting for 70 million 
people," said Faulkner. "We want 
to defend the rights of law-abiding 
citizens." 

For Wilder and his supporters, 
the bottom line is deterrence. 

"We want to take the economic 
benefit out of buying guns in Vir- 
ginia," said Rollins. 
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To stop gun trafficking and reduce accessibility of handguns: 
O An individual may purchase no more than one handgun in any 

30-day period, with certain legitimate exceptions, such as purchase 

of collector's set. 

□ Juveniles (under 18) are prohibited from possessing hand- 
guns, with certain legitimate exceptions, such as supervised target 
shooting. 

O Firearms dealers are required to report the number of firearms 
purchases per transaction at the time of the instant background 
check. 

O State police may retain records of instant background approv- 
als for 1 2 months, not the current 30 days, to help in the investigation 
of illegal straw purchase and gun-running cases. 

Other Hems in the initiative: 

O To gather and share criminal history information about violent 
juvenile offenders. 

O To give prosecutors and judges the tools to bring swift and 
effective Justice to violent criminals. 

O To put prisoners' to work through more training and on-the-job 
work experience. 

O To study and evaluate the impact of cultural insensitivity on 
criminal justice.

Speaking out against sexual

An interesting thought came to 
mind the other day, when I was 
reading Senator Robert Packwood's 
(R-Ore.) attempt to apologize for 
sexually harassing women on his 
staff over a period of at least 10 
years. There are two things I know 
of that thrive in the dark, and 
shrivel in the sunlight: vampires 
and sexual harassment. 

While if might be fun to discuss 
the nocturnal neck-biters of myth 
for a while, for our purpose, we'll 
concentrate on sexual harassment, 
the humiliating and infuriating real- 
ity that so many women in the 
workforce have experienced during 
their working lives. 

The Clarence Thomas-Anita Hill 
hearings touched more than a few 
raw nerves.

power.

These women who spent 
years preparing for their life's work 
had to choose between speaking up 
and having their career goals de- 
railed or being silent and hope for 
the best 

Now, more women are speaking 
out And as more outrageous situa- 
tions come to light, the more other 
women are encouraged to speak out 
as well. The darkness in which 
these situations could exist and 
flourish is coming to an end. The 
bullies are being exposed for who 
and what they are. 



Humidifiers can be a big help; 
chicken pox is still among us 



Cold weather plus indoor heating 
can add up to dry skin, chapped lips 
and even nosebleeds. For many 
people, the only thing that will 
help is using a humidifier. 

Several models are available. One 
of the more popular is the evapora- 
tive humidifier, in which a fan 
forces air through a water-saturated 
filter. The evaporating water adds 
moisture to the dry air. 

These devices also come with a 
humidistat that sense the amount of 
moisture in the air and turns the 
humidifier on and off at pre-set lev- 
els. 

Regardless of which type of hu- 
midifier you choose, it's absolutely 
essential that it be kept clean. A 
tank of standing water creates a per- 
fect breeding medium for bacteria 
and molds. For portable models, 
empty the water each day and wipe 
the tank clean before you refill with 
fresh water. It's also a good idea to 
use a weak bleach solution to sani- 
tize the tank once a week. 

For larger portable models, fol- 
low the manufacturer's directions

chicken pox - or varicella, the med- 
ical term for the disease. Some 90 
percent of the cases occur in young- 
sters between the ages of one 
through 14.

A 10x15- 
foot room of 150 square feet, for 
instance, would require four, four- 
foot, rapid-start fluorescent tubes. 
Though warm white and cool white 
are said to be the moss efficient, 
deluxe and natural-colored lamps 
create a more pleasant atmosphere. 

Treated with a special back coat- 
ing to resist moisture, a properly- 
installed suspended ceiling should 
stay flat and level for years. Those 
who live in areas with high sea- 
sonal humidity should use Fiber 
glass panels. These panels are not 
recommended, however, in ex- 
tremely high-humidity, such as 
baths with showers. 

Only ordinary tools are required 
to install a suspended ceiling, and 
the job ought to take no more than 
a few days to finish.

New windows 
saves energy 

Saving energy is back in style. 

Unlike the old days when home- 
owners thought the only way to 
save a bit of money was to put up 
storm windows in the fall and take 
them down in the spring, today's 
homeowners view the components 
as part of an overall energy-saving 
package. 

Insulation in walls, floors and 
ceilings, furnaces, air conditioners, 
windows and doors all help to save 
energy. 

With more than half of the na- 
tion's homes more than 30 years 
old, it's no wonder the search for 
more energy-efficient windows has 
led to window replacement becom- 
ing such a popular remodeling pro- 
ject, says the Vinyl Window and 
Door Institute. 

Proper use of windows, their fea- 
tures, size, location and placement 
can reduce the cost of energy to heat 
and cool a home. The sash material, 
glazing and weatherstripping, the fit 
and type of window are other con- 
tributing factors. Vinyl as the sash 
and frame material is energy effi- 
cient because it is an effective 
thermal barrier. 

When used with double pane, low 
emissivity insulating glass and fac- 
tory applied weatherstripping for a 
tight fit, the result is a window de- 
signed to be more effective in reduc- 
ing heat loss in a home, whether 
the heat loss is due to conduction or 
infiltration. Conduction is heat loss 
through the glass; infiltration is 
heat loss around the perimeter of 
the sash. 

Homeowners in some ways can 
improve the energy efficiency of 
their homes on their own. For ex- 
ample, opening the windows to al- 
low fresh air to circulate can cool 
the indoors and make it more com- 
fortable. In winter, south-facing 
windows can take advantage of the 
low winter sun as a source of pas- 
sive solar heat to warm the indoors.

sues, but not accept their advertis- 
ing, as does the VP/LS, 

"Our money's just as good as 
anyone else's," Pridgeon said. 

Mark Snell, who had never before 
now considered himself an activist, 
attended the demonstration because 
he wants other Americans to know 
that by allowing the VP/LS to dis- 
criminate, their rights could also be 
threatened. 

"It was put that by publishing 
the ad, it would promote homosex- 
uality," Shell said. "TJhat almost 
verges upon the concept that by 
reading a book about something 
you disagree with, it will convert 
you." 

Snell said that he was mildly 
concerned about how his coworkers 
might react to seeing him speaking 
out on the evening news, or in the 
newspaper. 

"If nothing else, we have the 
right to express our opinions,* 1 
Snell said carefully. "We're not al- 
ways guaranteed that we will be 
given rights of freedom. Sometimes 
we have to fight for them. But this 
is a way to express our Bill of 
Rights freedoms." 

Glenn Coats, chairman of 
(he Hampton Roads Lesbian and 
Gay Pride Coalition, said that he 
became even more concerned about 
the VP/LS' s policies after a recent 
meeting with its general manager, 
Bruce Bradley. 

"It was a very calm meeting, no 
one got upset," Coats said. "I tried . 
. . to understand a little better what 
his concerns were about the ad." 

Coats showed Bradley a copy of 

the ad and asked what the coalition 
could have changed in order to have 



the ad accepted by the newspaper. 

"He took his hand and laid it on 
the top portion of the ad," Coats 
said. 

Bradley blocked out all mention 
of (he sponsors of the Breaking The 
Ice m Festival. 

"He said if the coalition had 
turned it in this way they possibly 
would have unsuspectingly accepted 
it," Coats said. "What concerns me 
is that it is clear to me that the 
VP/LS advertising department is 
encouraging people to turn in de- 
ceptive ads." 

Coats admitted to not liking 
protests. He considers himself a 
private person and does not like all 
of the recent attention he has been 
given. 

'This protest has a very specific 
purpose ... to make the public at 
large aware of the newspaper's pol- 
icy," Coats explained. "I think it 
will help because deep down in my 
heart, I can't help but think that the 
public at large out there would find 
this type of advertising policy of- 
fensive," he said. 



Alicia Herr, believes that through 
public protests the members of the 
gay and lesbian community will be 
able to voice their concerns and 
promote awareness civil rights is- 
sues. 

"We're really out here today to 
get whoever is up in the top of that 
building to hear us," Herr said. 

As a VP/LS employee watched 
the protestors from behind the glass 
doors they pointed at him yelling, 
"Shame, shame, shame." 

VP/LS said it will accept gay 
"political" advertising.

Manor Nursing Home because it 
has a large veteran population,'' 
Naujoks said. 

The organization does more than 
just visit and comfort the disabled 
veteran. 

"We help the disabled veteran file 
claims and help him through the 
bureaucratic maze so that he can re- 
ceive proper compensation for his 
service connected disabilities," said 
Naujoks. 

Just recently, the DAV dedicated 
a Veteran Care Center for homeless 
veterans in Salem, Va.

It is the sounds that impress 
visitors to Mackay Island 
National Wildlife Refuge. The 
clattering of reeds as the tall dry 
grasses bang together in the 
breeze, the sounds of the snow 
geese in the distance, and recently 
the sound of fires crackling 
throughout the marsh. 

Mackay Island National 
Wildlife Refuge is located south 
of Pungo on Route 615. 

Each year during the winter 
months portions of the tall marsh 
grass are burned in order to allow 
the snow geese to feed on the 
lower portions of the grass, the 
root and the stalk. The snow 
geese are migratory birds that fly 
from arctic regions to winter in 
our warmer climate. They show 
their appreciation by stunning 
aerobatic displays and noisy en- 
joyment of the food that they can 
now reach easily. 

"They will eat those marsh 
grasses if they're tall," explained 
Ben Nottingham, assistant man- 
ager of Mackay Island National 
Wildlife refuge. "But it's just a 
whole lot more conducive to their 



feeding if the tops of the grasses 
are burned off." 

There are other reasons for 
burning portions of the marsh. 
According to Nottingham, if pe- 
riodic bums were not conducted 
the marsh would eventually grow 
from small shrubs and wetlands 
into an area with trees which 
would eliminate adequate winter 
housing and feeding areas for the 
snow geese. 

Periodic bums also decrease the

possibility of an accidental fire 
getting out of control, by elimi- 
nating the buildup of grass and 
dead brush that accumulate after 
the growing season. 

The cost for the most recent 
bum of about 300 acres was 
about $500. 

Nottingham and his 
crew do not take any chances 
when preparing for a controlled 



bum. They first inform any trap- 
pers who might be in the area of 
their intention to bum. Weather 
conditions must be perfect, or 
they will not ignite the fires. And 
they always have a fire truck 
standing by in order to squelch 
any uncontrolled burning. 

"We do these sorts of pre- 
scribed burns in manners as best 
controlled as they can be," 
Nottingham said 

The fires are set by a sort of 
modified flame thrower that is at- 
tached to a boat. If the tide is not 
high enough to facilitate easy 
maneuvering of a motorboat, an 
airboat is used. Each bum loca- 
tion is chosen according to an 
annual fire plan. Bum areas are 
rotated so that each one is burned 
only once every three years. 

"A lot of people are under the 
misconception that controlled 
burning can be a hazard to 
wildlife," Nottingham said. 
"Wildlife are highly mobile," 

By burning only small areas, 
the muskrats, rabbits and other 
small animals that live in the 
area can move easily to the un- 
bumed areas. 

"There's very little wildlife 
mortality," Notthingham said.

In order to do so much for the 
disabled veterans, the organization 
must rely on fundraising efforts like 
the DAV thrift store - which funds 
an 12 local DAV chapters.

City Council has come out 
against proposed state legislation 
that would permit the Virginia 
Beach Council to condemn property 
for economic development. 

With a 6-5 vote council last week 
adopted a resolution opposing Sen- 
ate Bill 251, submitted by Virginia 
Beach Senator Clarence Holland, 
that would have granted cities with 
a population of 350,000 or more 
the power to condemn property for 
economic use. 

The city already has the power to 
condemn property to promote the 
health, safety and welfare of the cit- 
izens, a power that is used mostly 
for the construction of highways. 

Voting for the resolution were 
Councilmembers John D. Moss and 
Nancy Parker, who had requested 
the resolution; Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf, Paul J. Lanteigne, 
James W. Brazier, Jr. and Robert K. 
Dean. Opposing the resolution were 
Councilmembers Linwood O. 
Branch, m, John A. Baum, Robert 
W. Clyburn and Louis R. Jones and 
Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms, 
Jr. 

The six citizens speaking on die 
issue represented predominantly 
Mack, established neighborhoods in 
the city where the residents consid- 
ered the proposed legislation merely 
a ploy to enable government to take 



their property and sell it to private 
interests. 

George Minns, president of the 
local chapter of the NAACP 
(National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People), said 
that the only reason for the law is 
that someone wants Burton's Sta- 
tion. Burton's Station is a commu- 
nity adjoining the Regional Airport 
in Norfolk where the city is acquir- 
ing property for an industrial park. 
Although the community is one of 
the city's target neighborhoods, in- 
frastructure improvements have not 
been permitted in the area because 
of its proximity to the nose and ac- 
cident zones of the airport.

Councilmember Louis R. Jones, 
who opposed the resolution, said 
that the city has not needed such an 
authority. The reasons given for 
having the power was to dear titles 
over property with multiple owners 
and questionable property lines. 
Clyburn maintained, that the pro- 
posed law has created a lot of mis- 
understanding, that the law would 



help the people in Burton Station 
(by saving them the cost of legal 
fees to clear tides) not to hurt 
them. 

Moss maintained that the law 
was too broad. He said that it would 
affect only Virginia Beach and Fair- 
fax County that it would give local- 
ities condemnation power in areas 
of disease, crime or confused tides 
or other conditions; for property 
that is delapidated, obsolete, over- 
crowded. He said that the applica- 
tion of the law would not apply 
merely to Burton Station, that it 
was too broad. 

Minns termed the legislation 
"one of the most dangerous powers 
against individual rights . . . What 
it comes down to is greed. The bill 
makes no exception for a church." 

Branch said that no one has con- 
vinced him that "there is not an in- 
stance where we have to clear up 
lines." 

Brazier said, however, that he 
sympathized with the people. He 
said that the people on City Coun- 
cil change and that future councils 
may not be so honorable. He said 
that the law is loo broad and would 
open up the entire city of Virginia 
Beach to economic development. 

Lanteigne added that other coun- 
cils also would have authority to 
downzone. "We have to protect the 
people from government (which is) 
supposed to protect them."

"I'm disgusted" about it, said 
Cisco, promotions director of JB's 
Gallery of Girls. 

Cisco, who uses only his first 
name recently talked about The 
Virginian-PilotfLedger-Star's adver- 
tising policy, a policy which dis- 
criminates against gay and lesbian 
businesses and events for being ad- 
vertised in the Norfolk-based news- 
paper. 

The newspaper publishes the 
Beacon, a Virginia Beach insert. 

"I'm against censorship," Cisco 
said. 

Cisco, who designs and contracts 
with the VP/LS to advertise JB's 
Gallery is all too familiar with cen- 
sorship. 

"I can't get but so provocative," 
Cisco explained. 'Then again, it 
works out fine because JB's Gallery 
caters to a respectable clientele." 

VPILS public editor Charlise 
Lyles has been quoted by Hampton 
Roads Lesbian and Gay Pride Coali- 
tion members as saying that the 
newspaper would not print ads for 
gay and lesbian services because 
"No one would want their ad placed 
next to yours." 

Richard Arnold, manager and 
owner of Micro Magic Computer 
Center on Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard, said this is not true. 

"I don't mind if a (gay or lesbian 
service ad) is in there," Arnold said. 
"But I don't feel strongly enough 
that I'd have to pull my ad for 
them," he said referring to the coali- 
tion's plans to encourage advertisers 
to withdraw their ads until the 
VPILS changes its advertising 
policies. 

"I shouldn't have to pull my ad 
for either side," Arnold said. 

Danna Hamilton, who used to 
own an advertising agency, is aware 
of how competitive advertisers can 
be. 

"I don't have any problem being 
next to a (gay or lesbian service ad), 
but I do have trouble being placed 
next to another dermatologist," 
Hamilton stated. 

Hamilton now oversees the adver- 
tising for The Lazer Center, oper- 
ated by Dr. David McDaniel on 
Colonial Medical Court. 

"We don't make advertising deci- 
sions based on who else is advertis- 
ing," stated Debbie Meyer, director 
of public affairs for Sentara Corpo- 
ration. "We make decisions based 



on the medium we are using." 

Sentara, ownera of 

Sentara Leigh Hospital and 
Sentara Baysidc and Sentara Medical 
Care Centers, often advertise com- 
munity health education programs 
in the VPILS . 

"We make special placements de- 
pending on what it is that we're 
running," Meyer said. "If we're 
running an advertisement to pro- 
mote a community health education 
program on women's health ... we 
would not want that to run in the 
sports section. We would want that 
to run in another section where we 
would be sure that the women were 
going to see it. If we were running 
an ad on prostate cancer, yes, we 
would maybe want them to run in 
the sports section because obvi- 
ously we would be talking to a 
male audience." 

If coalition members approach 
Sentara asking them to pull their 
ads, Meyer said that she did not be- 
lieve the corporation would with- 
draw its ads. 

"I think that sometimes that type 
of action works against the cause," 
Cisco said. "I think that education 
has a lot to do with these kinds of 
problems as far as racial prejudice 
or homophobic people. I don't 
think this kind of action is going to 
get anything done. I think they need 
to let the public know that this 
happened because even a lot of peo- 
ple who don't like gays and les- 
bians or whatever would not like to 
think that this kind of prejudice 
goes on," he said. 

Ciaco, who haa had to 

deal with public accusations that he 
is contributing to immoral hetero- 
sexual activity, understands how 
emotional the issue of gay and les- 
bian advertising is. 

"I get really upset when people 
misunderstand," Cisco said. "I think 
people who don't go to bars, or buy 
liquor or beer shouldn't have any 
say on what goes on inside them." 
Go-go bars have long been denied 
the rights to radio advertising, 
Cisco said. 

"It's because somebody is worried 
that some little kid might hear the 
words JB's Gallery," Cisco com- 
plained. "And you can rest assured 
that the reason the gay ads aren't 
run is because somebody at The 
Virginian-Pilot is scared that some 
City Council member will call 
them up and be offended by the ad. 
This is not right, I'm going to call 
(my advertising representative) and 
give him a piece of my mind." 

VPILS General Manager Bruce 
Bradley could not be reached for 
comment

One of the things my husband and I are trying to teach our 
children is to tell die truth. 

Trudi is very important to me. There is tremendous free- 
dom in being able to be who you are honestly. There is no late- 
night panic, no worrying about who said what to whom. There 
are no hastily-ended relationships because of the devastation 
a mistruth has caused. 

I have been known to tell someone that I spoke in error, or 
that I lied to them. Socially, lying is an acceptable way of 
getting people to like you. My husband and I have had many 
late-night discussions over the value of social lies. Is the 
person who makes nice by deception supe- 
rior to the person who deceives to inflate 
their own self-worth? 

This past week I confronted a public lie. 
I telephoned advertisers who regularly place 
ads in The Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star. 
Public Editor Charlise Lyles and General 
Manager Bruce Bradley have made public 
statements that make it appear that the VPI 
LS staff is at the mercy of a homophobic, 
unforgiving advertising community. I was 
nervous about contacting these so clearly 
biased people. Still, I believe that you, the 
reader, has the right to know if these advertisers would

Several advertisers contacted made statements and later re- 
quested that they not be quoted because the felt their advertis- 
ing agencies would be best suited to respond to my questions. 
But, not one advertiser said that they would pull their ad from 
the VP/LS if the newspaper published ads for gay business and 
services. 

We have been lied to by the VP/LS . 

Advertisers care passionately about the placement of their 
ads, but again, not one advertiser cared if an ad for a gay owned 
business ran next to theirs. 

I tried to contact Bruce Bradley. For two days a 
sweet-voiced Jennifer relayed my messages. He was always 
"on another line," he just left," or "he'll call you back as soon 
as he finishes this call." Bradley did not return my telephone 
calls; he is not obligated to. It would have been nice for him 
to have left a message with Jennifer that he did not want to 
make a statement to readers of The Virginia Beach Sun. But he 
did not. 

If you channel surf during the news hour as I do, you may 
have noticed that the local TV news all used a written state- 
ment issued by Bradley when reporting about the recent 
protest by gays in front of the VP/LS main offices. The 

original statement was used in VP/LS reporter Steve Stone's 
story about the VP/LS' s refusal to accept die gay pride festival 
ad. 

Why is Bradley refusing to talk with any members of the 
press? Why is Bradley forcing Jennifer to lie? I'd like to tell 
you that is because it is Bradley who regularly writes those 
unsigned editorials that appear in the VP/LS. But I believe that 
it is because Bradley told a lie. Now that the story is out of 
control and not so easy for VP/LS executives to follow.

Back Bay ponies have friends

The ponies found in the Back Bay 
Wildlife Refuge may not have the 
proper pedigree to remain at the 
refuge, but they have some friends 
on City Council. 

At the request of Councilmember 
Paul J. Lanteigne, council last 
week adopted a resolution request- 
ing the United States Secretary of 
the Interior, acting through the 
management of the Back Bay 
Wildlife Refuge, and the Virginia 
Conservation and Recreation 
Department, acting through the 
management of False Cape State 
Park, to locate suitable permanent 
pasturage for two ponies, a stallion 
mi a mare. 



The animals evaded capture when 
the rest of the herd of ponies were 
captured at the refuge in 1991 and 
removed from the refuge. The four 
were recently caught and are not in 
temporary private custody. 

The refuge did not want the 
ponies because they were not native 
to. the refuge. And their ancestry is 
in doubt 

The resolution states, however, 
that some experts believe them to 
be descendents of Spanish horses 
which arrived on the outer banks in 
the 1850s. 

The resolution also states that 
"irrespective of their ancestry, the 
ponies are part of our local her- 
itage." 



essary to meet with a counselor. 

"Once a person gets to a tax-aide 
site, he just needs to sign in and 
take a number. We take them in the 
order they walked in. There usually 
is not a long wait," Denson said. 

If you can't make it to a tax aide 
site, don't worry - help will come 
to you. 

"Nursing home residents and 
handicapped persons can also ar- 
range to utilize this service by call- 
ing 495-1770," Denson said. "We'll 
take a team of counselors right out 
to the nursing home, because most 
of the residents don't have their 
own transportation. 

"The taxpayer can speed up the 
process a little by making sure he 
has all of the correct data with 
him," Denson continued. For ex- 
ample you'll need a copy of last 
year's federal and state tax returns; 
federal and state 1992 tax forms, if 
received; W-2 or W-2F forms and 
all 1099 forms received for Social 
Security and interest or dividends in 
1992. 

"It's important that the individual 
be accurate because the counselor is 
riot responsible if the person forgets 
to report any amount of income," 
Denson said.

New Judicial Center is a gem 
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While I have watched it grow since 
the first day of construction in my 
travels to and from the Municipal 
Center, 1 was filled with excitement 
at the recent opportunity to tour in- 
side the Virginia Beach Judicial Cen- 
ter, still under 
construction. 

Armed with 
my hard hat 
and accompa- 
nied by Al 
Jensen, the 
project man- 
ager, we made 
our way 
through the 
3 19,000 
square-foot 
building. 
Amidst the 
maze qf t work- 
man laying car- 
pet, hanging 
doors and pull- 
ing wire, 
Jensen identified the various areas in 
the building and answered my ques- 
tion. I wanted to share with you some 
of the information I learned from my 
tour. 

The project was designed to ad- 
dress the growing case load in the 
Virginia Beach Court System. When 
the building opens in July, there will 
be 23 courtrooms available; 10 Cir- 
cuit, seven General District and six 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations. 
There is a sufficient unfinished space 
constructed within this project so that

the number of courtrooms can be 
increased to 32, as the case load in- 
creases. Based upon projections when 
the building was designed, this will 
be sufficient until at least the year 
2010. 

The building includes several sys- 
tems which are new within Virginia 
Beach public buildings. Two which 
visitors will immediately notice are 
the metal detector system, which all 
persons coming to court must pass 
through, and the escalator system. It 
is unfortunate, but still a fact that a 
few persons coming to court bring 
knives or other weapons. To safe- 
guard all those within the new court 
building, a metal detection and X-ray 
system will be in place similar to that 
found in all airports. The escalator 
system is necessary to provide ad- 
equate circulation among the five 
floors of the courts building. Another 
security feature is the system of cam- 
eras throughout the building. These 
will be monitored by Sheriffs depu- 
ties from the security station near the 
entrance. 

While video court recording may 
seem somewhat futuristic, it has al- 
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ready been used in test basis within 
Virginia* and this building has con- 
duits and wiring in place for the even- 
tual use of this technology . With com- 
puters becoming more of a tool in 
court trials, wiring has been installed 
in the courtrooms so attorneys can 
access data bases at their offices dur- 
ing trial proceedings. 

This building is however not just 
wires and other systems. Care has 
been taken to ensure that adequate 
space exists for persons waiting for 
their case to be called. This, along 
with the large windows provide visi- 
tors with a more open, friendly feel- 
ing within the building. One of the 
features to assist citizen is use of a 
paging system, which announces 
cases in the corridor immediately 
outside of the courtroom. 

Anyone who has served on a jury 
will welcome the attention which was 
given to the jury orientation and as- 
sembly areas. These are open spaces 
in subdued colors that create a pleas- 
ant atmosphere for those citizens giv- 
ing of their time to serve with this 
important civic responsibility. 

There is a public cafeteria in the 
building for the benefit of those vis- 
iting and working in the building. 
While the building is impressive in 
its size and systems, it is by no means 
lavish. City Council and I were em- 
phatic from the start to ensure that 
value and function were the "watch 
words" for the project. In my opin- 
ion, staff has followed these instruc- 
tions in the design and construction 
of this project. 

I would be remiss if I did not men- 
tion that an additional 650 parking 
spaces have been constructed with 
this project, with the land area iden- 
tified for more when they are neces- 
sary. 

As we were leaving the building, it 
was noted that the structure connect- 
ing the Correction Center to the Judi- 
cial Center was a tunnel for moving 
prisoners. Presently, due to the Courts 
and the Correction Center being at 
opposite ends of the Municipal Cen- 
ter, prisoners have to be loaded into 
vans, driven to the Courts or Correc- 
tion Center and unloaded. This is an 
expensive, labor intensive process. 
With the tunnel connecting these 
buildings prisoners can be walked 
between the buildings in a secure 
environment. 

A dedication for the Judicial Cen- 
ter is tentatively planned for Friday 
afternoon, June 25. 1 hope each citi- 
zen of Virginia Beach will take the 
opportunity to come to this ceremony. 
This is your courts building and one 
of which we can all be proud.

Scientifically 
controlled studies show no link be- 
tween eating chocolate and the on- 
set or aggravation of acne or other 
skin conditions. 

• Chocolate contains caffeine - 
True. But you'd have to eat a lot to 
get the effect A half pound of dark 
chocolate; or a pound of milk 
chocolate or several cups of cocoa 
would equal the caffeine level in 
one or two cups of brewed coffee. 

• Chocolate causes headaches • In 
some people.

White chocolate isn't choco- 
late chocolate at all. It has only the 
cocoa butter extracted from the 



chocolate liquor, plus sugar, milk 
solids, and flavorings. 

• Carob is more healthful than 
chocolate • Not necessarily. 
Although unprocessed carob flour is 
lower in fat and no caffeine, it does 
contain a large amount of natural 
sugar. Also, a processed carob bar 
often contains more saturated fats 
than a chocolate bar.

Challenger does have a 10-step 
plan for those willing to seek out 
those available jobs and arrange for 
those interviews that can reward or 
retard your job-seeing efforts. 

D Make notes and memorize 
your accomplishments in past jobs. 

O Even if you know there are 
layoffs at the company you hope to 
work for, call the person in charge 
of the department you're interested 
in and ask for an appointment to 
talk about what you can offer the 
company. Say you're available any 
time, after or before work hours, or 
on Saturdays. 

Be persistent If you can't get 
through during the day, ask for a 



night line and and try before of after 
hours. 

L"J At the interview, cite the rea- 
sons (describe what it is you do 
best) you should be hired. Give 
specifics. If they request a resume, 
ask if you can put one in the mail. 
If they agree, you have a chance to 
tailor it to the interview. 

O During the interview, never 
advise the employer on how to run 
the company and never initiate the 
subject of benefits. 

□ After the first interview is 
over, ask for the job. Show enthu-

O Rarely are the jobs offered at 
the first interview. Write a thank 
you letter four or five days later - 
but not the same week of the inter- 
view. Bring up a selling point 
about yourself you didn't mention 
in the interview, and repeat how 
much you want to work for the 
company. 

3 After two weeks, start calling 
every week or 10 days. Say "I'll 
stay in touch," and do so.

Wildlife Refuge. But he does 
make surveys on different migra- 
tory birds. 

"Last week I surveyed about 
7,500 snow geese in those marsh 
areas," Nottingham said. 

One of the problems 
Nottingham and his staff have to 
deal with is private citizens set- 
ting accidental fires by tossing 
cigarettes from their car windows, 



or citizens hoping to catch a 
glimpse of the snow geese by 
burning a track through the 
marsh grass themselves. 

"We have had. people sort of 
help us along," Nottingham 
said. "We have had intentional 
fires set along the causeway . . . 
sometimes I think it's done for 
malicious reasons. "Other times 
it may be done because people 
want to see the snow geese close 



to the road. Where they burn a 
track and the birds come in back 
behind that to feed and to browse. 
That lends a whole other reason 
for us to do.these periodic fires." 

Nottingham em- 
phasizes that arson fires are 
both illegal and highly unsafe. 
He wants private citizens to 
know that the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, which main- 
tains Mackay Island National 



Wildlife Refuge, will continue to 
conduct periodic burnings which 
will enable visitors to catch a 
glimpse of the snow geese. 

The day following the recent 
burn it would have been impos- 
sible not to see the geese. Several 

thousand of them huddled around 
a small inlet feeding on the grass 
that had been burned the day be- 
fore. They honked, they chattered, 
and they flew into the air and per- 



formed rapid V-manuevers over- 
head. A few feet away a small doe 
stepped into the clearing, and 
ducks made their way up the 
stream. Cars slowed, a few 
stopped 

"Listen to that noise," a 
woman yelled from her car win- 
dow. "It's magnificent! "

Council trying to steer clear of parking problems; parking decals could cost $50

Student parking has been a prob- 
lem for City Council, ever since 
students started driving their cars to 
schools in increasing numbers. An- 
gry citizens have been complaining 
about the overflow of parking on 
their streets. 

But, when each parking space 
costs $1,000, student parking be- 
comes a fiscal problem as well. 

Lacking a reasonable way to get 
all high school students to ride 
school buses, council has suggested 
that sticker fees charged to students 
be uniform. At present the city's 
nine high schools charge sticker 
fees ranging from $2 to $10 - the 



money goes into the school coffers. 
School parking is an $800,000 
item in the school budget, a cost 
that worries council. Dr. Fred Ben- 
ham, school finance director, 
pointed out, however, that the cost 
is to improve parking at all levels 
of schools, mostly at older schools 
which were built when there 
weren't so many cars. He said that 
educational personnel and parents 
have a hard time finding parking at 
these schools. 



First Colonial High School, one 
of the older schools, probably has 
the most severe parking problem in 
the city he said, which is why, the 
sticker charge, $10, is the highest. 
In all the city's high schools, 3,541 



stickers were sold during the current 
year. 

To pay for the actual cost of a 
space, Benham said, the sticker 
charge would have to be $50 a year. 



Councilmember John D. Moss 
said that student parking is a real li- 
ability to taxpayers and that the 
charge, at least, should be uniform. 



Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that the use of the 

streets adds to the cost and a $20 fee 
would be realistic.

The Cornerstone for the new 
$700,000 Independent Living Cen- 
ter of the Eastern Star Home of 
Virginia was recently laid by the 
Grand Lodge of Masons in Vir- 
ginia. The ceremony, which dates 
back to Medieval Europe, was offi- 
ciated by the Right Worshipful, 
William Moorlock, Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, AF 
&AM. 

Traditionally over the years, cor- 
nerstones for many public and 
prominent buildings have been laid 
by Master Masons; the White 
House and the United States Capital 
building are examples. 

The original cornerstone for the 
Eastern Star Home was laid on

The Grand-Master, Right Wor- 
shipful, William Moorlock, as- 
sumed the Office of Grand Master 
on February 10, 1993, making the 
ceremony his first official act as 
Grand Master. In addition, the 
Grand Master will serve in that ca- 
pacity for a total of 22 months, in- 
stead of the normal 12 months, to 
facilitate the new fiscal year of the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia. 

As is the tradition, the Grand 
Master will convene the Grand 
Lodge on-site at 3000 Chamber- 
layne Avenue in Richmond, at 11 
a.m. 

, On May 19, 1993, two Virginia 
Beach professionals will assume the 
leadership role of the Grand Chapter 
of Virginia, Order of Eastern Star. 
Ruth Hodges Smith, city clerk, 
will be installed Worthy Grand Ma- 
tron; and, Phillip E. Thiem. CPA 
with Brittingham and Thiem, will 
be installed Worthy Grand Patron. 
This the first time two Virginia 
Beach citizens have shared this dis- 
tinction in the history of Eastern 
Star. Serving as the 19th Worthy 
Grand Matron, Ruth Smith has 
scheduled the 1994 "Landmarks of 
our Beginnings" Session of Grand 
Chapter in Virginia Beach at the 
Pavilion. Her theme reflects the 
city seal in her emblems for the 
year 1993-1994. The Grand Chapter 
of Virginia will convene in Vir- 
ginia Beach May 16 through 18, 
1994.

It used to be that a trip to the 
corner gas station for a fill-up was 
more like taking your car in for a 
complete checkup. 

When you pulled into the sta- 
tion, a bevy of uniformed, trained 
and smiling attendants would fill 
the tank, clean all the wjndows and 
check the air pressure in the tires. 

In addition, they also would look 
under the hood, checking engine 
oil, coolant, transmissions fluid, 
power-steering fluid, brake fluid and 
the level of the battery fluid. 

Not only that, but most service 
stations had a full-time mechanic 
on hand to fix any problems that 
the attendant might discover. 

Heck, the service was so good 
that people didn't even call them 
gas stations. Instead, they called 
them service stations. 

Even though most of us buy our 
gas at the self-service pump, fill- 
ups remain the perfect time to 
check the car's vital systems, as 
well as keep an eye out for poten- 
tial maintenance problems. 

Cars cost more than they did just 
a few years ago, so extra care and 
regular underhood checks are impor- 
tant. 



A good place to start is to make 
sure you are filling your vehicle 
with the correct fuel. 

Don't try to save pennies by 
putting regular leaded gas into a car 
that's designed to run on unleaded. 
It's illegal, will void the vehicle's 
emissions system warranty and will 
ruin the car's catalytic converter. 

Once the tank is full, open the 
hood and check the engine oil, 
coolant level, transmission fluid 
(automatic only), power-steering 
and brake fluids and the battery. 

Check the engine oil with the 
engine turned off and add oil if the 
dipstick reads at or below the one- 
quart-down mark. The same goes 
pressure should be checked when 
the tires are cold, so don't bother 
with it if you've driven more than a 
mile. 

Next, clean all the windows and 
check the wiper blades. Do all the 
glass, not just the front and rear. 
And don't forget to clean the outside 
mirrors. It's a good idea to wipe off 
the head and taillights. That way 
yqu'll see and be seen. As for the 
wiper blades, give them the once- 
over for cracks or chips. 

With the elimination of the full- 



service gas station and the increase' 
in the amount of miles we drive 
yearly, do-it-yourself service checks 
are more important than ever. 

So next time you pull into the 
self-service station to pick up a 
quart of milk and get a tank of gas, 
spend an extra three minutes and 
give your car an old-fashioned full- 
service checkup, 
for coolant. 

Check the overflow tank for the 
correct level and top up as neces- 
sary. Power-steering and automatic 
transmission fluid are both checked 
with the car in park and the engine 
running. Most cars use the same 
fluid for both. 



Finally, take a gander at the 
brake fluid and the battery acid 
level, topping up as necessary. Use 
only distilled water in the battery. 
(Maintenance-free batteries can't be 
opened). 

Different cars use different types 
of engine oil, brake fluid, coolant, 
power-steering fluid and transmis- 
sion fluid. Make sure you use the 
correct type for your automobile. 
Check your owner's manual to find 
out which type your vehicle uses. 

Once the under-hood check is 
complete, give the tires a quick 
once-over, checking for abnormal 
wear and correct the pressure. Tire

3 If your tank isn't empty, then 
you may have flooded the engine. 
While turning the ignition, floor 
the gas pedal for 10 seconds. Don't 
pump the pedal - apply steady, con- 
stant pressure. 

O Should the engine still fail to 
start, the needle valve of the carbu- 
retor could be stuck. If your car has 
a carburetor, it will be located under 
the air filter (cars with fuel injec- 
tion systems do not have carbure- 
tors).

Debate drones 
on about VP/LS 
policy on gay ads 

BBB makes comments Locals give reaction

"Why is it necessary that (gays) 
need to advertise that they are gay 
anyway?" asked Sharon Lingafelt of 
Virginia Beach. 

This is the question that is at the 
very heart of the controversy be- 
tween Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star 
executives who have refused to ac- 
cept ads for lesbian and gay busi- 
nesses and services. It is also a 
question of great concern for Hamp- 
ton Roads Lesbian and Gay Pride 
Coalition chairman, Glenn Coats. 

Coats, who met with VPILS 
General Manager Bruce Bradley be- 
fore the recent demonstration in 
front of the newspaper offices, 
asked how the coalition could pre- 
sent ads that would be acceptable to 
the newspaper. 

"He stated to me very clearly that 
they could not run any ad that says 
gay or lesbian, that they felt pro- 
moted the homosexual lifestyle," 
said Coats on the day of the protest. 
"It's not clear to me what they 
mean by that exactly. I think they 
need to be a little careful about 
what they're suggesting there," he 
said. "I find that kind of suggestion 
very offensive. And it's clearly a 
homophobic stance." 

During the meeting Coats pro- 
duced the ad that the coalition had 
submitted to the VPILS for Break- 
ing The Ice III, the annual Gay 
Pride Festival. Coats reported that 
when he asked Bradley what the 
coalition could have done to make 
the ad acceptable to the VPILS, 
Bradley covered the top portion of 
the ad blocking out all mention of 
the sponsors of the Breaking The 
Ice III Festival. 

"Whatever types of ads we see in 
the newspaper, we want them to be 
as clearly written as possible as to 
what's represented there," stated 
Coats. "It is clear to me that this 
new policy is encouraging people 
to pretty much do the opposite of 
that," 

Coats went on to say 

that he believes if the coalition 
adopts Bradley's suggestion and 
does not clearly state sponsorship, 
or what type of business is being 
advertised, that coalition members 
will face more controversy and pos- 
sibly violence from citizens upset 
about what Coats described as de- 
ceptive ads. 

"Some people are going to be 
upset," Coats said. "And some peo- 
ple are going to get hurt because of 
this kind of policy. I refer specifi- 
cally to what Crae Pridgeon was 
exposed to when three Marines 
went into the bar, claimed they did ■ 
not know what they were going 
into and took it upon themselves to 
beat the pulp out of one of the in- 
dividuals who was at the bar. I 
think this is a real dangerous pol- 
icy," he stated 

Coats has good reason to be con- 
cerned, according to Better Business 
Bureau spokesperson, Linda Can- 
dler. 

"I go through (newspapers) daily 
and look for transgressions," Can- 
dler explained. "A lot of time it's 
not intentional of course. A lot of 
people just don't know or don't re- 
alize that a consumer might be con- 
fused." 

When asked specifically about 
Bradley's suggestion that the coali- 
tion submit an ad without mention- 
ing sponsorship, Candler, admitted 
that his problem has never been ad- 
dressed before. 

"This is not something that 
would throw red flags up for us un- 
less we got a call from consumers," 
Candler stated. 

If consumers did report to the 
Better Business Bureau Candler is 
definite about what course of action 
the bureau would take.

We have homosexuals in 
the highest echelons of government 
. . . they're everywhere. This isn't 
something that's just happening 
now." 

BUI Thompson, who also lives 
in the Indian River section of the 
city, said, "I don't think they

should accept (the ads). Any private 
enterprise should have the right to 
refuse advertising or whatever they 
want." 

"I'm not for pys, but they have 
their opinion and I have mine," 
stated Rene Midgette of 
Portsmouth. "If I want to say 
something in the paper, I should be 
allowed to say it." 

Midgette went on to say that she 
does not approve of the Virginian- 
PHotlLedger-Star's policy of refus- 
ing the ads. 

"In my opinion it's freedom of 
speech," Midgette said. "And what I 
approve of - that's fine. And if I 
don't like it, like I said - everybody 
has the right to have their own 
opinion." 

Chesapeake resident Jeanie Paff 
said, "I would rather not see those 
kinds of ads. Currently I don't take 
the paper. But I have had the paper 
in the past I now have a young son 
and if he was looking in the paper, 
I don't know what I'm ready to ex- 
plain it to him." 

Paff went on to say that people 
who are interested in advertising 
gay businesses or services should 
consider advertising on the radio or 
television. 

"I dunk it should be advertised on 
the news or something that people 
watch even more than read," Paff 
said.

"We would handle it like a nor- 
mal complaint," Candler said. "We 
would put a letter with (the com- 
plaint) and send it to the business 
and say the consumer has a problem 
with this, and here is what they 
want to know," she said. "Then we 
give them a certain time limit in 
which to respond." 

The offices of Con- 
sumer Affairs in Norfolk and 
in Virginia Beach follow much the 
same policy. Consumer Affairs 
does not become involved in busi- 
ness to business transactions. 

In the event that a consumer 
might complain that the bookstore 
he had gone to was a gay and les- 
bian bookstore, when it had been 
advertised simply as a bookstore, 
Consumer Affairs would become 
involved. 



Citing the Consumer Protection 
Act, a spokesperson for Consumer 
Affairs stated that misrepresenting 
the source or sponsorship is against 
the law. 

Candler stated that many times 
businesses as well as consumers are 
not aware of local and state advertis- 
ing codes. Much of Candler's work 
involves educating advertisers. 

"We . . . make every effort to get 
(advertisers) to change or modify 
their ad so that it's not misleading, 
so that consumers aren't being con- 
fused," Candler stated. "If they con- 
tinue to do that, we convene an ad- 
vertising review panel and hold a 
hearing«asking them to explain this 
practice. Of course that takes the 
cooperation of the business. In a 
situation where the business isn't 
cooperating and the advertising is 
blatantly misleading ... we turn it 
over to the State Consumer Protec- 
tion Agency." 



When asked to comment on 
Bradley's suggestion mat the coali- 
tion try to submit an ad without 
stating sponsorship, Candler offered 
a personal opinion. 

"I would think that they would 
end up with some hard feelings on 
the part of consumers who were 
surprised," Candler said. 
"(Consumers) would have some 
hard feelings of the part of the pa- 
per." 

Coats and the Hampton Roads 
Lesbian and Gay Pride Coalition do 
not intend to begin submitting ads 
without denoting sponsorship. 

"I hear so many comments like, 
'why don't you stop talking about 
it,'" Coats said. "'Why don't you 
stay in the closet.' I am not the one 
involved in the policy. I am not the 
one that goes around bashing peo- 
ple's heads in because of who they 
are. I forces me to react"

Largesse of the private sector 
not responsible for education

Private funding of public educa- 
tion is at an all time high. Corporate 
contributions are growing steadily, 
with IBM, 
EXXON, and 
RJR Nabisco 
leading the 
way. The New 
American 
Schools Devel- 
opment Corpo- 
ration is spear- 
heading an ef- 
fort to raise 
$150-$200mil- 

nepon porations to 

"invent the 
schoolof the fu- 
ture." 

Private foun- 
dations give 

substantial 
sums to educational research and re- 
form. And some wealthy individuals 
make donations, like New York busi- 
nessman, Eugene Lang, who started 
his "I Have a Dream" program in 
1981 with a promise to finance the 
college education of sixth graders at 
East Harlem's P.S. 121. 

Is this help beneficial? Beyond a 
doubt. 

With school districts reeling from 
massive budget cuts, outside help has 
never been more welcome. 

Private funds have always played a

crucial role in efforts to reform and 
revitalize public education. In an ar- 
ticle in the Spring 1992 issue of the 
Teachers College Record, David 
Rockefeller, Jr. writes: "Historically, 
foundations have provided venture 
capital for education innovation and 
intellectual capital foreducation'spo- 
litical economy." 

But today, continues Rockefeller, 
"the federal role is being redefined 
and philanthropy has been called in 
again - this time to fund, not shape, a 
dramatically circumscribed federal 
agenda." 

Rockefeller's point is that while 
outside funding has traditionally sup- 
ported innovations that challenge 
conventional wisdom, today's edu- 
cational reform agenda is defined by 
mainstream politics • with corporate 
contributors being asked to foot the 
bill. 

This practice threatens to obscure 
the fact that private funding is - and 
must remain - supplemental. Because 
public education is the cornerstone of 
our democracy, funding is first and 
foremost a public responsibility. 

Providing quality public education 
cannot and must not rest with the 
largesse of those in the private sector. 

When private funding is relied on, 
not to seed creativity or provoke un- 
orthodox thoughts, but to provide 
basic programs, quality education be- 
comes a matter of luck.

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For a great many women the job 
outlook may mean some retraining

Just a few weeks ago, we were 
being told that the recession had 
bottom out, and that the job market 
was opening up. Then came the 
avalanche of layoffs from some of 
the nation's largest industries, in- 
cluding Pratt & Whitney and Sears. 
An employment authority I spoke 
with said that "this certainly puts a 
different face on everything ..." 

He explained that with a cutback in 
the major industries, there's the in- 
evitable fallout down the line. 
Smaller companies that depend on 
their big industrial siblings for sub- 
contract work, among other bene- 
fits, will also have to tighten that 



proverbial belt. 

So, where does that leave women 
who are looking to improve their 
economic status? 

The outlook is a mixed one. 
Women who had careers in retailing 
might find it difficult to find new 
jobs if their employers are among 
the belt tighteners. (It's not only 
the Sears' workers who have to find 
new employment; stores in areas 
where IBM, Pratt and Whitney, 
etc., are located, expect to experi- 
ence a fall off in business). 

However, I'm told that there is a 
trend among women with strong re- 
tailing backgrounds to retrain for 
other sales careers including real es- 
tate. The market may be soft now, 
but is expected to strengthen as de- 



velopment is given a new shot in 
the proverbial arm with private in- 
dustry and government resources 
cooperating in building programs. 
Some women are also moving in 
on a once largely male domain: 
Insurance. 

I contacted a woman who retired 
from an executive position with 
Macy's in New York several years 
ago for a reaction to this trend. "I 
think it's wonderful," she said. 
"And while I don't think it will 
help everyone, at least some people 
will find a way to use their excel- 
lent selling skills ..." 

For a great many women, the job 
outlook means retraining in entirely 
different fields. In some cases, it 
may mean going into a job market 



that seemed to be on the way out 
Nurses' aids, for years, found them- 
selves being phased laac of hospi- 
tals. Licensed practical nurses pretty 
much took over much of their 
work. But as the area of responsi- 
bility has grown for the LPNs • and 
as many of them are returning to 
school to obtain their degrees so 
they can become registered nurses 
(with all the increasingly higher 
paid positions being offered to 
RNs), there's been a growing 
recognition of the need for nurses' 
aids. If you're interested in getting 
into the expanding medical-care pro- 
fession, you might want to check 
with your local hospital to learn if 
they have a certification program 
for nurses' aides

According to a Dec. 23 certified 
letter from Connor, CGH suspended 
Loxley's privileges on Aug. 14, 1992 
due to these allegations as well as for 



drinking after leaving an inpatient 
alcohol treatment program; misrep- 
resenting "facts" to the hospital's ad- 
ministration. 

Suspension of "privileges" means 
that the physician cannot treat or ad- 
mit patients to that hospital.

I applaud Eugene Lang's college 
financing for the class of P.S. 121 
sum graders. He provided those chil- 
dren with an unequivocal promise 
that they could accomplish their 
dream. 

I applaud IBM and other corpora- 
tions for their contributions to many 
of the schools associated with the 
NEA National Center for Innova- 
tion. They have enabled dedicated 
teachers to accomplish wonderful 
things in their classrooms. 

But I also think about the children 
who were fifth graders at PS. 121 in 
1981 . Were they any less worthy than 
the children in the sixth grade 

I think about the students in schools 
not yet reached by programs devel- 
oped through the NEA Innovation 
Center. Are those students any less 
deserving of educational excellence? 

Quality education is too fundamen- 
tal to be left to chance. Ensuring 
adequate funding is a public obliga- 
tion, not a private option. All the 
essentials - from different school fa- 



cilities to reasonable class size, to 
computers and other learning tools - 
must be provided by public funds. 

Meeting thatrequirementdemands 
greater responsiveness and more re- 
sponsibility on the part of the federal 
government. It also demands reform- 
ing our tax structure, so thar we no 
longer rely so heavily on the inher- 
ently inequitable property tax to de- 
termine school funding levels. 

I recently had the opportunity to 
testify before the Senate education 
appropriations committee with Dr. 
Blenda Wilson, chancellor of the 
University of Michigan at Dearborn. 

Wilson spoke of the need for "cer- 
tainty of opportunity." That's what 
Eugene Lang provided the sixth grade 
class atP.S. 121 - the certainty that if 
they succeeded at learning, opportu- 
nity would be theirs. 

There will always be a critical role 
for outside support of schools. But 
we can't ask private donors to pro- 
vide certainty of opportunity for all 
students. That's a public responsibil- 
ity • and it must be met with public 
funds.

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Educational skills 
slipping f ar behind 

26 million adult 
Americans lack 
the basic skills

Dear fellow Virginians, "one in 
five Virginians is considered to be 
illiterate," said Mrs. William J. 
Scullion, who spoke at a recent 
meeting of the Lynnha ven Parish ' 
Chapter, National Society 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 

The guest speaker is chairman of 
the chapter's Literacy Challenge 
Program and an educator in her own 
right who, over the years, has ob- 
served and worked with pupils of 
different kinds - including children 
with learning disabilities. 

"26 million adult Americans lack 
basic skills." Scullion continued, 
'72 million Americans cannot func- 
tion adequately in our society." 

Twenty percent of the adult popu- 
lation, SO percent of the prison 
population, 33 percent of mothers 
on welfare, 60 percent of the unem- 
ployed and 80 percent of the young 
people who come before the courts 
are considered to be illiterate! . . . 
and these figures do no include the 
menially-disabled" 

These and other recent 

nationwide statistics provoked a 
number of questions and lively dis- 
cussion from the floor. 

"I think what frightened me most 
is that it's not just the adults . . it 
also means a very, very large num- 
ber of young people today. Fifteen 
percent of all teenagers are consid- 
ered illiterate!" 

What Scullion has said is more 
shocking when readers bear in mind 
that we live in a nation so techno- 
logically advanced that it has al- 
ready sent a spaceship beyond the 
confines of our solar system (and 
that wasn't just yesterday). Yet, 
judging from these statistics, this

same nation has failed to make any 
earth-shaking progress in the more 
down-to-earth areas of reading and 
writing. How can this be in the 
United States? 

"This is a non sequitur!" said 
Scullion. She did not point the ac- 
cusatory finger in any particular di- 
rection, for that was not the pur- 
pose of her talk at all. Rather, hav- 
ing sounded the alarm, she was 
quick to assure us that there are in- 
deed ways to meet the literacy chal- 
lenge and, thus, every reason to be 
hopefuL 

In addition to sharing some of her 
own experiences, the guest speaker 
spoke of the Literacy Passport 
Testing Program, established in 
1987 by the Virginia State Board of 
Education, as well as on-going lit- 
eracy programs within large com- 
panies like Planters Peanuts in 
Suffolk. 

Morever, progress is being made 
daily at local adult learning centers 
where a difference can be made by 
volunteering some time, even if it's 
just one hour a week. 

One such center is the Virginia 
Beach Adult Learning Center at 
Celebration Station (33S2 Virginia 
Beach Boulevard; 473-5091). The 
Virginia Beach Adult Learning 
Center is a branch of the Virginia 
Beach School system with two 
satellite locations at First Colonial 
and Green Run High schools. 

Not surprisingly, by the end of 
the meeting, there were new volun- 
teers rallying to the literacy chal- 
lenge. 

The NSDAR'i Literacy 
Program is a national program 
whose goal is to foster learning by 
making people aware at the local 
level of how they can make a differ- 
ence in their community as individ- 
ual volunteers or as part of a group- 
incentive program. 

It was only fitting, then, that the 
Chapter's Literacy Program should 
give way to its Good Citizens' 
Program, headed by Chairman Mary 
Vose, for the tone automatically 
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Mrs. W.J. Scullion, of the 
Literacy Challenge program. 

shifted from what need not be in 
our society to what should be . . .

Every year, local chapters of the 
NSDAR award the Good Citizen's 
plaque and pin to a senior voted by 
their peers to be their high school's 
outstanding "good citizen."

For the past decade, most pas- 
senger cars have been built with 
fuel filler neck restrictors which 
make the gas tank opening too 
small to accommodate a nozzle dis- 
pensing leaded gas. 

However, according to Dr. Fred 
Bowditch, MVMA's vice president- 
technical affairs, the mistaken no- 
tion that unleaded fuel hampers a 
vehicle's performance has led to 
some tampering of the fuel filler 
neck rcstrictor. 

Another poor excuse, Bowditch 
says, is the price difference between 
unleaded and leaded fuel. Unleaded 
usually is slightly more expensive. 

A recent MVMA survey of 
nearly 1,800 1975-85 model ve- 



hicles showed a 7.3 percent tam- 
pering rate but a considerably 
higher rate on models from the 
1975-79 model years. 

The lesser degree of tampering on 
this decade's cars suggests motorists 
are becoming aware of the bad ef- 
fects of depositing leaded gasoline 
where only unleaded belong, 
Bowditch says. 

Extended leaded fuel usage can: 
* ■ Foul spark plugs, causing de- 
creased engine performance and 
more frequent replacement 

■ Rot the exhaust system, creat- 
ing extensive and expensive repairs. 

■ Plug the catalytic converter, 
hampering driveability and hurting 
the vehicle's fuel economy capabili- 



ties. 

■ Increase emission levels, re- 
quiring corrective actions in states 
with Lnspection/maintenance testing 
laws. 

■ Cause oil deterioration and fil- 
ter clogging, possibly necessitating 
major engine repair. 

MVMA compared the cost of un- 
leaded gasoline to that of leaded 
gasoline and found that the esti- 
mated cost penalty to the consumer 
for misfueling is bout 19 cents a 
gallon. 

Over a 50,000-mile period, the 
overall cost penalty to a consumer 
using leaded fuel in a vehicle built 
to run on unleaded would be about 
$400.

Decorating with borders is as 
easy as can be. Just measure the 
distance around the room, says 
the Wallcovering Information 
Bureau, and add a little extra to 
compensate for matching patterns 
or trimming. 

Borders can also mask what 



some people view as architectural 
flaws. For example, to lower a 
ceiling that's too high visually, 
apply a border just below the 
.ceiling line to make a low ceiling 
appear higher, place a border six 
inches below the standard chair 
rail height of 24 inches from the 
floor. 

Give a room a more 

interesting look with a border 
placed just above or below an ex- 
isting chair rail. Or customize the 
area around a kitchen countertop 
with a bright border. Use a border 
to heighten the perimeter around 
a fireplace or to trim shelves or 
window shades or to accent head- 
boards or stairways. 

Consider pre-pasted borders for 
easier installation and cleanup. 
Just dip them in water and apply. 
Follow the manufacturer's in- 
structions.

From solitude and na- 
ture, one develops trust in a higher 
power," said Cotten. "A poet must 
have love for his fellow man and 
enthusiasm for beauty and truth. It 
then becomes his lot to share these 
thoughts with brevity and impact" 

Cotten's great uncle was the fa- 
mous poet laureate of Georgia, Sid- 
ney Lanier. 

Humor abounds within the 
group. 

Peggy McClure admits to having 
been clowning around the edges of 
good literature all her life since one 
hot Kansas summer afternoon 
when, as a child, she went into the 
family basement to keep cool and 
never emerged again until school 
started in September. 

What was she doing? 

Writing a newspaper and when 
she couldn't persuade her little sis- 
ter to go out and grub up gossip in 
the neighborhood, she invented her 
own. 

She wrote obituaries smothered 
in sobs, covered weddings where the 
bride wore scandalous stuff like 
lavender lace with matching mittens 
and three calla lilies from the car as 
the couple drove away. 

She continues with her writing 
and delights in having the Tuesday 
group as a captive audience. 

"They're multi-talented, many 
faceted and merciful to a novice like 
myself," she claims. 

A service wife, mother of three 
grown children, Peggy Roberts 
comes to Virginia Beach via Col- 
orado from California. 

It was here in Virginia she says 
that after the rigors of childhood, 
marriage, motherhood and liveli- 
hood, she experienced her first five 
minutes of free time and found her- 
self thinking thoughts such as: 
"When you mix human nature with 
social conditioning, one plus one 
invariably adds up to nothing more 
than chaos." 

This and other thoughts led her to 
write a book length manuscript en- 
titled: "Life Didn't Come With Di- 
rections," which she is currently 
editing for publication. 

The drama of World War II with 
its unforgettable Glenn Miller mu- 
sic, its intensive war effort left its 
mark on Lucy Cornell-Margolis 
who worked as a real life "Rosie the 
Riveter" helping build P. 38's and 
working the grave yard shift while 
doing it. 

Lucy met her husband when "he

He writes knowingly 
of the legendary Lost Dutchman's 
Gold Mine, die famous battle for 
Texas Independence at San Jacinto, 
the years when Texas was an inde- 
pendent republic, and of the great 
Indian warriors who clashed with 
the white man.

A little girl who lis- 
tened enraptured to tales of her 
parent's life in pre-Soviet Russia - 
the drama, tragedy and humor they 
lived • is Ruth Robinson. This 
segment of her early life left an in- 
delible impression on her, and when 
years later a nephew wrote and 
asked about the family background, 
that was all she needed to write her 
novel, "Pause and Remember," a 
story about a man named Ben, and 
the women who touched his life. 
She is in the process of completing 
the novel.

Marian Gordon, a 
New Yorker, has traded a view of 
the famous skyline for a view of 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

This new inspiration, coupled 
with a film and opera background, 
enables her to come up with both 
beautiful verse and prose. 

Others who work assiduously in- 
clude William Hickey, who is fas- 
cinated with and writes about Irish 
history; Tim Copley, a new bride- 
groom, who aspires to a song writ-

Tour of Civil War 
era buildings and 
streets scheduled 

Day-long event 
includes lunch 



PETERSBURG— Although 
Scarlett O'Hara and RheuUfller 
won't be in town for a Civil War 
tour, local history buffs will do 
their best to describe Petersburg 
during this time period. 

The Historic Petersburg Foun- 
dation is sponsoring a Civil War 
tour of several local buildings 
and streets which have been 
maintained since the Civil War. 

The bus tour will be 9 a.m. 
Saturday, March 6. 

Chris Calkins, who is a Civil 
War author and lecturer, and a 
historian with Petersburg Na- 
tional Battlefield will act as a 
tour guide. Additionally, Leslie 
Naranjo-Lupold, an architectural 
historian and preservation plan- 
ner for the city, will also narrate 
the tour. 

Calkins said tourists will visit 
the South Side Railroad building 
in Old Towne Petersburg. 
- The depot is the oldest depot 
in Virginia, and the only Civil 
War depot left standing in the 
South," Calkins said. 

In the west end of the build- 
ing, Calkins said there is a hole 
in the ceiling where Civil War 
artillery went through the ceil- 
ing. 

Calkins said the South Side 
railroad has been preserved. 

The South Side railroad depot 
has been used from time to time 
throughout the years for other 
business purposes. 

In April, Gibbons Sloan and 
his partners with River Street 
Associates are opening a mini 
mall and farmer's market in that 
location. 

Sloan said his organization 
will not destroy the history of 
the depot 

After visiting the depot, the

The church, built between 
1861 and 1862, has the same in- 
terior and exterior as it did during 
the Civil War.

ate soldiers worshipped at this 
church which was built between 
1855 and 1857. 

General Robert E. Lee's son 
was married in St. Paul's to a 
woman from Petersburg, Cal- 
kins said. 

Finally, the tour group will 
see historical Civil War build- 
ings on Grove Avenue, High 
Street Market Street Washing- 
ton Street and other areas of Pe- 
tersburg. 

During the tour, Calkins and 
Lupoid will read first-hand ac- 
counts taken from diaries of

HON. Union St. 

The 350th anniversary of St 
Paul's Episcopal Church is be- 
ing celebrated this year with 
many activities scheduled, and 
this building is the special open- 
ing for Garden Week. 

The present church was built 
in 1 856, the fifth structure since 
the parish was founded in 1641 

The bell tower contains the 
only notable set of antebellum 
church bells in Virginia. 

General Robert E. Lee and his 
staff worshipped here during the 
siege of Petersburg. His son was 



married here to Mary Tabb 
Boiling in 1867. The building is 
a Virginia Historic Landmark 
and is entered in the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

During the tour, the church 
will feature a musical recital on 
the tower chimes and the restored 
pipe organ. 

Centre Hill Mansion 

You may enter from Adams or 
Franklin streets. Completed in 
1823, this house was the home 
of Robert Boiling. Constructed 
of oversized brick in Flemish 
bond, the building is located on 
a circular lawn. 

Its more than 25 rooms reflect 
architectural details of three dis- 
tinct periods. 

In 1937 the bouse was pre- 
sented to the National Park Ser- 
vice, which deeded it to the Pe- 
tersburg Museum Corporation, 
which conveyed the property to 
the city of Petersburg to be used 
as a museum. 

The Garden Club of Virginia 
restored the grounds at Centre 
Hill with proceeds from Historic 
GaidenWeek. 

1513 8. Sycamore St. 

The first house you see as you 
enter the Walnut Hill area is 
"Tarlton", on the crest of the hill 
on your left 

This Georgian Revival house 




was built by Tarlton Heath, a 
local banker, in 1912. The first 
impression is of the ornate carv- 
ing and the 11-foot ceiling in the 
large entrance halL 

Above the mantel in the din- 
ing room is a landscape mural 
by Hugh Humphries, a well- 
known artist and a former owner 
of the house. 

There is a portrait of Mary 



Centre Hill Mansion 

Florence Maffitt, daughter of 
Captain John Newland Maffitt a 
Confederate Naval hero. 

You may park at the Christ 
and Grace Episcopal Church next 
door, and enter through the brick 
wall. Mr. and Mrs. Douglas 
Rodeck are the owners. 

1760 Sherwood Rd. 

This two-story house was 



built in 1936 by William R. 
Seward of the Seward Luggage 
Company. 

The interior has been recently 
redecorated. The woodwork has 
been painted in muted Williams- 
burg colors, but the fabric colors 
are quite vibrant

Marie Bowen Garden 

Across a short side street from 
the Gibben home is the Marie 
Bowen Garden.

Street

niece. 

There is an American secretary 
with all its original brasses and 
inlay. In the dining room there 
is a walnut breakfront displaying 
family silver. 

Two unusual silver sconces 
were made by dividing a platter 
cover. All of the bedrooms have 
been recently redecorated. Of 
note are the valences of crewel 
embroidery. 

The grounds are wooded and 
planted with boxwood and holly. 
Mrs. Hamilton Butterworth Jr. 
is the owner.

PETERSBURG — With 
construction of Petersburg's new 
visitorsjenter slated to be com- 
plete by March 15, Petersburg 
Tourism Director William J. 
Martin is preparing for its grand 
opening later next month. 

"Everything is going on 
schedule. There are no big sur- 
prises at this point." 

According to Martin, con-

"This new facility will be the 
prototype of new rest areas 
around the state," Martin said. 
"As far as I know, Petersburg 
will have the only rest area oper- 
ated by a city in the country." , 

The visitor's center was 
mainly constructed to help pro- 
mote tourism in Petersburg and 
counteract the opening of Inter- 
state 295, which would draw 
passersby around the Petersburg- 
Richmond metropolitan area. 

With the center's planned 
opening, Martin said Petersburg 
tourism is "covered at both ends 
of 1-295." The other visitor's 
center is located near King's 
Dominion in Caroline County. 

When completed, the visitor's 
center will offer phone links to 
hotels in Petersburg, enabling 
travelers to make reservations. 

The center will also be staffed 
with two full-time workers from 
9 a.m. - 5 p.m. seven days a 
week 

Martin said he hopes to extend 
the hours of operation during the 
summer months. 

"We would like to extend the 
hours until 7 p.m. because that's 
when most travelers make their 
decision on whether to stop for 
the night," Martin said. "We'll 
have to experiment with the 
hours when the time comes." 

The cotter will also provide a 
playground area for children and 
a large number of restroom facil- 
ities, in addition to three ex- 
hibits-featuring cultural life, ar- 
chitecture, Civil War and indus- 
trial history of Petersburg. 

At the entrance to the center, 
Martin said a cannon will greet 
each traveler, in addition to a 
steam engine provided by the 



Appomattox Iron Works. 

Currently, there is a sign 
posted at the construction site di- 
recting travelers to the Down- 
town Petersburg Visitor's Center 
facility. 

Once the construction is com- 
plete, Martin said VDOT will 
turn the facility over to the city, 

When completed,

which will take care of any addi- 
tional routine maintenance and 
day-to-day costs. 

Martin said VDOT and the 
city agreed on the construction 
of the approximately $12 mil- 
lion facility promoting Peters- 
burg and its historical aspects. 

The visitor's center is sched- 
ule to open toward the end of 
March or April 1.

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Historic Crater battlefield a must-see 



PETERSBURG — Before the 
Civil War had even ended, the 
first genuine tourists arrived in 
Petersburg. 

Ten months of siege warfare 
was apparent by the 170 square 
miles of battlefields. 

The battlefields became an 
attraction for sightseers and 
scavengers. 

On April 4, 1865, the yacht 
"Octavius" arrived at City Point 
The five Englishmen and three 
Americans on board had defied 
army authorities at Fort Monroe 
to see the battleground. 

They obtained passes to visit 
Petersburg and talked the super- 
intendent of the military rail- 
roads into placing a special en- 
gine and car at their disposal. 

They were probably the first 
civilians to enter the town. They 
observed that the dead were still 
lying were they fell in the 
trenches. 

Scavengers were also curious 
about the battlefields. Local resi- 
dents, who had been ravaged by 
the siege, were intent on carry- 
ing away logs and planks, and 
other materials in order to repair 
buildings and fences. 

The salvaging of iron, brass 
and lead was also profitable for 



locals. Dealers were shipping 
lead to Baltimore by the ton, to 
be melted into machinery. Bul- 
lets sold for $100 a ton. 

There were nearly seven miles 
of abandoned trenches con- 
structed by both armies, that 
stretched from the James River 
east of Richmond to southwest 
of Petersburg. These trenches 
connected over ISO forts and bat- 
teries. 

Today, people are still curious 
about the battlefields that sur- 
round Petersburg. 

Petersburg National Battlefield 
covers 2,460 acres and is admin- 
istered by the National Park 
Service. 

A recommended tour of the 
battlefield would start at the visi- 
tor center located off Route 36. 
Here visitors are learn about the 
complex operations of the siege, 
and can walk to Battery 5, on the 
original Confederate defense line. 

The second stop is Battery 8. 
This battery was captured by 
black U.S. troops. It was re- 
named Fort Friend and served as 
an artillery position during the 
siege. 

Then on to Battery 9, which 
was captured during the first day 
of fighting by black U.S. troops 



of Hink's Division. 

After being driven from their 
original line in the opening bat- 
tle, Confederate forces fell back 
to Harrison Creek where the dug 
in for two days. 

Fort Stedman, a Union 
stronghold, was the focus of 
Lee's attack on Mar. 25, 1865. 
Lee failed to relieve the heavy 



pressure focused west of the city. 

At Fort Haskell, union ar- 
tillery and heavy infantry 
stopped the Confederate south- 
ward advance. 

The site of the Taylor Farm 
marks where nearly 200 pieces 
of artillery were fired during the 
battle of the Crater. 

Finally on your tour, the 



Crater. One of the most incredi- 
ble episodes of the Civil War 
took place here. Union troops 
exploded a mine under a 
Confederate fort but failed at an 
infantry attack through the gap. 

The crater is 170 feet long, 60 
feet wide and 30 feet deep. It 
concludes an eight-part tour of 
the main battlefields.
